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FF giving the public ſome Account of the Life of a man of 
an extraordinary character, there is danger, of either ſay- 
ing too much, or too little; of either expoſing much of his weak- 
neſs, or rendering him an object of contempt to the ignorant. 
Had he no infirmities, he would not be a mere man; if we diſ- 
play too many of his excellencies, we render the whole ac- 
count, given of him, ſuſpicious, It has been often found, that 
faithfulneſs and ſimplicity, have abundantly ſupplied the place of 
bright parts, and great penetration in the hiſtorian z and a ju- 
dicious and candid reader, will feaſt upon the undiſguiſed relation, 
of the actions of an open, unpremeditated character, with much 


more pleaſure, than the peruſal of a life drawn up according to 


the rules of art, and with laboured criticiſm, 


Tus Compilers of the life, of the late Mr. Howell Harris, 


have not attempted to decorate, what he has written of himſelf, 
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or to illuſtrate any circumſtances, by aſſigning occult cauſes of 
this, or the other, particular action, or event, They knew him 
many years, not only as friends who occafionally converſed with 
him, and were diſtant ſpectators, but as parts of his family, who 
ſaw all his movements, by day and night; who generally heard 
his firſt thought, vpon every new ſubject, or propoſed plan; and 
were witneſſes of the ſteps he took to accompliſh what he be- 
lieved, to be right; and they frequently took a conſiderable ſhare 
in the execution, Though their eftcem for him grew with the 


opportunities they had, of diſcovering his principles and practice, 


yet they did not implicitly, follow his words, farther than they 
were perſuaded in their own minds; and they were not blind to 
his weakneſſes. They received real internal benefit from their 
ſpecial acquaintance with him, and to this day, his memory is 
dear and valuable, to them : and they are ready to fay, that 
* Though dead, he yet ſpeaketh to them; as well as to many 


more, who were of his large family, at Trevecka.” 


The Compilers, determined to deliver to the public, 2 fort 
eich of his life, in all fmplicity ; hoping that thoſe who poſſeſs 
Knowledge, of the ways of Gop, may reap ſome benefit, from 
the peruſal; and learn, like Mr. Harris, to follow, in ſimplicity, 
the leading of the Los Þ's Spirit, in their own line of life, And 


therefore, it is delivered to the reader, in its homely, but intelligi- 


ble drefs. The reader muſt therefore attend to the matter, and 
not to the manner, if he intends, either to judge with candour, 
or io reap any advantage from it, 
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PREFACE. 

Tnk put the draught of this ſketch, of Mr. Harris's life, into 
the hands, of the writer of this Preface, for his reviſion, as they 
knew, he was acquainted with the man, and ſome times, viſited 
his houſe and family ; and that though he did not labour in the 
ſame field, yet, he honored his character: and approved of the 


general aim, of his proceedings. After inſpecting the copy, it 


ſeemed however, beſt to leaye it as when firſt compiled, with 
a few verbal alterations, as it will appear, that the dialect is 


agreeable to the place, of Mr. Harris's nativity and education, 
and with a very few alterations, of any other kind. 


THo* the writer of the Preface, found himſelf diſpoſed 
to write a kind of apology for Mr, Harris, yet he will not take 
up much of the readers time, with it. He met with the fate 
of moſt worthy men, who have ſtepped out of the common beaten 
path, endeavouring to march forth in the defence of truth, 
to reform mankind. For he has been defamed, and many things 
laid to his charge, which prejudiced ſome againſt him, for a 
time, not only ſuch, who are always ready to believe calum- 
nies, but of well meaning and worthy men. The writer of 
this, looked upon him once, by means of what he heard, as at 
leaſt, a ſuſpicious character, but upon cloſe enquiry, he receiv- 


ed ſuch well authenticated information, as removed his doubts, 


and rendered him more valuable in his eyes, than Mr. Harris, 


ever would haye been; had he not been, in a meaſure, miſs- 
led, by miſrepreſentations. 


TE natural warmth, of every man, of Mr, Harris's com- 
plexion, would, and muſt naturally produce ſomething eccen- 
| tric, 
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trie, in the moſt ordinary walk, or ſtation of life; but when 
we conſider the extraordinary courſe he took, it is not to be 
wondered at, that there not only appeared, but that ſomething 
really was eccentric, in ſeveral parts of his conduct. He believed, 
he was called by God, to the work in which he ſpent himſelf, 
and indeed, if we are to judge by the fruits, it muſt be 
owned, by thoſe who believe that Gop has a ſpecial influence 
upon, and has the direction of his ſervants, that he had that 
particular call, from God. He was till a man, and liable to 
miſtakes, and ſome of his miſtakes aroſe, from his zeal to accom- 
pliſh ſpeedily, the work, to which he was called. His natural 
impetuoſity, made him at times forget, that he that believeth will 
not make haſte, But is it right, to expect more, from a man 
acting in ſuch a ſphere, in our days, than from thoſe who have 
been made inſtruments, in the hand of Go, to the greateſt 
purpoſes, even ſuch as relate to the kingdom of Gop ? Was 


| Luther, or Calvin, or any of our Engh/b Reformers, without 


ſome ſtrong marks of eccentricity? and 1s it not evident, that 
even their very eccentricity, tended to the accompliſhment of the 
great work, to which they were appointed? Had they formed 
an eccentric plan, knowing it to be ſuch, they would have been 
inexcuſable, but the neceſſity of the caſe and time, produced an 
unpremeditated conduct, - which to cold ſpectation appeared 


very eccentric, but which was in reality, all circumſtances con- 


ſidered, regular, and neceſſary for that period. Luther, was a man 


of warm paſſions, and his natural temper, would have been pro- 


ductive of the greateſt injuries, to himſelf and others, had not God 


_ appropriated his warmth, and made it ſubſervient to the great 


purpoſes of the reformation, It ſeems that the ſame may juſtly be 
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cid of Mr. Harris's temper, in relation to the purpoſe, for 
hich Go prepared him. 


Mr. Harris, was naturally of an open and choleric diſpoſition, 
he was no politician, in the general, or vulgar acception of 
the word. He was undiſguiſed, in his words and actions, im- 


detuous in his proceedings, would flatter no man, nor give up 
a particle of what he was perſuaded to be truth, to pleaſe his 
deareſt and neareſt friend. The grace of God made a great 
alteration in his temper, and notwithſtanding his activity, he 
ould often retire, and ſpend many hours alone, in prayer, and 
n making ſupplications for his own ſoul, and the ſouls of hir 
deople, &c. His zeal for the houſe (that is the work) of the 
ORD, might be ſaid to eat him up. He frequently neglected 
ais health, and was indifferent to food, at the ſtated times, and 
ven to ſleep. He neither attended to heat, or cold, if called to 
o ſomething, which he believed, to be the will of God, Such 
as his indefatigableneſs, in the work of the Lox, during the 
pace of thirty-nine years. Seventeen of which he ſpent in tra- 
elling through Wales, and great part of "England, preaching, 
and exhorting, in the high-ways and hedges, wakes and revels, 

c. and though he had much oppoſition and perſecution, yet 
ze was more than conqueror, through CHRIST, that loved him. | 
he remainder of his life, he moſtly ſpent at Trewecka, where 
je faithfully miniſtered, to a large family, collected to him there, 
dy means of his miniſtry, in former years. Tt appears from 
vs life, that the collecting of this family, was unintentional, 
and a candid infidel, who takes a view of that houſe, and con-

moveable in his attachment to it, and was notwithſtanding far 
from bigotry. He loved and honored all who he believed

Mr. Harris, was looked upon by ſome, as a defigning, and 
ſelf-intereſted man, his life and death have proved the contrary, 
And if we are to judge of cauſes, by the effects, we ſhall find 
that his principles and practice, have produced no bad moral, 
civil, or religious Facts; but on the contrary, his- doctrines have 


produced virtuous men, good fellow-citizens, good ſubjects, and 
devout members, of the eſtabliſhed Church,

School : having no ſerious friends to converſe with, 
and being now without any reſtraints upon me, I

| | Bur while I was thus about entering more 
j publicly n the ſtage of life, and while all my 
corruptions grew ſtronger and ſtronger in me, and 
many providences ſeemed to concur to raiſe me in 
this world; the LorD was pleaſed to glorify his free 
Grace in awakening me to a ſenſe of the miſerable 
ſtate I was, and had been in, tho' I knew it not. 


ABouT the one and twentieth year of my Age, 
on March 30 th 1735. our Pariſh Miniſter was uſing 
arguments to prove the neceſſity of receiving the 
Sacrament, and in anſwering objections which people | 
make againft going to it, viz. our being not fit, &c.

1 was immediately in going home from Church 
reconciled to a neighbour I had ſome difference 
with; acknowledging my own fault, and forgiving 
his. But knowing nothing of the Wedding-gar- 
ment, being yet an utter ſtranger to all inward Re- 
ligion, and the miſery of my ſtate by nature; and 
conſequently knowing nothing truly of the Lord 
Jesus, but only what I learned by reading, and in 
notions ; I had advanced no farther than forming a 
reſolution to lead a new life, tho' I knew not where 
to begin or what to do, 


Bur however, I went to the Loxp's Table on 
Eaſter-day; and by repeating the words in the Con- 
feſſion, „The remembrance of our fins is grievous 
« unto us, the burden of them is intolerable.” 
I began to reflect within me, to ſearch whether this 
was my caſe, and ſoon found my confeſſion was only 
words, and . could not find any inward grief at the 
remembrance of them, nor indeed was their burden a 
heavy load to me: I was then convinced it ought to 
be ſo, and finding it was not, I ſaw I was going to 
the LorD's Table with a lie in my mouth; this,

Wren on AHpril the 20th, providence put a, 
Book in my hand; I looked on the latter part 
of it, as a help to ſelf-examination, as ſoon as I 
began to read it, I was convinced, that in every 
branch of my Duty to Gon, to myſelf, and to my 
neighbours, I was guilty, and had fallen ſhort. I 
found again the ſame evening a Book written by 
Bryan Duppa, on the Commandments, which made 
my convictions ſomewhat deeper; the more I read, 
the greater did the ſpiritual light ſhone in my mind, 
by ſhewing me the extent of the Law of Gon, call- 
ing me to account, not only for outward groſs ſins, 
but for our looks, aims, and ends, in all we think, ſay, 
or do; then I faw plainly and clearly, that if I was 
to be judged by that Law, I was undene forever.

nothing of the inward a which our — 
enjoins; I had no knowledge of the Blood of Jus, 
the only Fawntain opened for fin and for uncdeannefs, 
Zec. xiii. 1. and being a total ſtranger to the life 
of faith ; and therefore all this while in a damnable 
ſtate, and in danger of final deſtruction. 


Trvs having laid no foundation, I knew nat the 
Savioon's voice, till one day in prayer, I felt a 
ſtrong impreflion on my mind to give myſelf to Go 
as I was, and to leave all to follow him. But pre- 
ſently felt a ſtrong oppoſition to it, backed with 
reaſons, that if I wauld give myſelf to the Lon p, I 
ſhould loſe my liberty, and would then be mot my 
own, or in my own power; but after a great con» 
flict for ſome time, I was made willing to bid adieu 
to all things temporal, and choſe the Lok for my 
portion, I believe, I was then effectually called to 
be a follower of the Lamm, and had ſome inward 
ſatisfaction in my ſoul; but had no evidence of my 
acceptance with Gon, till the nn n hitſunday, 
at the Sacrament. 


May 25th, 1735. i went thither, labouring and 
heavy laden under the guilt and power of my fins 
having read in a book, that if we would go to the 
Sacrament, ſimply believing -in the Lon D Je$svs 
Cuxisr, we : ſhould receive forgiveneſs of all our 
fins; and ſo it was to me: I was convinced by the 
Hor GHrosT, that CHRISTH dyed for me, and that

evidenced itſelf to be true faith, by the peace, joy,

I was then delivered from a grievous temptation, 


that had followed me ever ſince I had firſt given my- 


ſelf to the LoR D: before that time I never knew what 
inward trials, and ſpiritual conflicts were, only now

Now the 
fire of GoD did fe burn in my ſou], that I could not 
reſt day nor night, without doing ſomething for my 
Gop and SAvIOVUR; nor could I go with ſatisfact- 
jon to ſleep, if I had not done ſomething for his 
glory that day. Time was fo precious, that I knew 
not how to improve it entirely to the glory of Gop 
and the good of others, When alone I was ken 
up wholly in reading, praying, or writing, &c, and 
alſo continued to go on exhorting the poor people, 
and they flocked to hear me every Sunday evening. 

I ſoon became the public talk of the country ; but [ 
was carried as on the wings through all my trials, 
both inward and outward — I was highly favoured, 
indeed, by the FRIEND of ſinners ! and was now __ 
another man; — I feared nothing, though my life was 
in danger from the threats of ſuch as loved darkneſs 
rather than light; yet I was not moved, but went on 
comfortably ; little thinking all this time, that I was 
at any time to be more public, Thus I ſpent that 
Summer. 1735. 


In the beginning of Nevember following, I went 
to Oxford, and entered at St, Mary's Hall, under the 
tuition of Mr, Hart, But having now no taſte for 


the entertainments there, I ſpent the greateſt part of 
my time in ſecret prayers, or in the public worſhip, 
Now my friends were in hopes I ſhould be effectually 
cured of my Enthuſiaſm ; (as they called it) but

| | IT was now high time for the enemy to make a me at 
3 ſtand in another manner; therefore he not only in- fellou 
| | fluenced the populace to revile, and perſecute me, o he: 
| but cauſed the Magiſtrates, and Clergy to beſtir WG 

| them- 
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themſelves : the former to threaten me, and ſuch - 
as would receive me to their houſes, with fines, &c. 
while the latter ſhewed their Indignation, and uſed 
their endeavours to diſcourage me by other means, 
&c, This put ſome ſtop, for a ſhort time, yet it 
could not extinguiſh the flame that was kindled. 
Though fear kept many back, yet ſuch as were 
drawn by the divine attraction, could not be affright- 
ed; and I continued till to meet thoſe ſecretly, and 
alſo the following ſpring I continued in going from 
houſe to houſe as before, ſpeaking to all that were 
inclined to hear me. By this time I gained acquaint- 
ance with ſeveral Diſſenters, who kindly received me te. 
their houſes. In this manner I went on, till adviſed 
by a particular friend the latter end of the Sum- 
mer, in 1736. to ſet up a School at Trevecka, which 
I did, but removed from thence to the Pariſh 
Church. By this means, great many young per- 
ſons had laid hold of this opportunity, and came to 
be farther inſtructed in the way of Salvation; but Oh, 
with a bleeding heart I now think of many of them, 
ſeeing they were likely to end in the fleſh, after they 
had begun well in the Spirit, | 


THE latter end of this year, a man went about 
to inſtru young people to ſing Pſalms, this gave 
me another opportunity to ſhew my love to my dear 
fellow ſinners ; for the people being met to learn, and 
o hear him ſing, there was no objection made, any 
more than to aſſemblies met to Cock-fighting, danc- 


ing, 
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ing, &c, I laid hold of this opportunity, when he had 
done teaching them to ſing, I would give them a word 
of exhortation, and thereby many were brought 
under convictions, and many religious Societies were 
by theſe means formed: I began in imitation of the 
Societies which Dr. Woodward gave an account of, 
in a little Treatiſe he wrote on that head, I here 
being as yet no other Societies of the kind in Eng- 
land or Wales, The Engliſh Methodiſts not being as 
yet heard of, tho* the LoxD⁵ was now, as I found 
afterward, working on ſome of them in Oxford, and 
elſewhere — But when I was thus expoſed to all 
kinds of oppoſition, tho* I ſaw no proper ſteps which 
I could ſecurely take ; yet the way was again opened, 
but was threatened that I ſhould be ſilenced, 


Bur however, the beginning of the following 
Summer, in 1737, a certain Gentleman in Radnor- 
ſhire ſent for me to diſcourſe at his houſe ; this ſtirred 
the curioſity of ſome of the better ſort of people to 
come to hear me; whilſt others in converſing with 
me, had their prejudices much removed; and others 
were convinced, I had reaſon to believe the LoRD 
would be pleaſed to bleſs my labours ; though I till 
continued to teach School, yet I went out every night 
to ſuch places where I was ſent for, and did the ſame 
on the Holy-days, and on the Sabbath — until, at laſt, 
about the latter end of the year 1737, I was turned 
out of my School ; which conduced to enlarge my 
ſphere —— > | 
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AFTER this, I readily complied with every invita- 
tion, and went wherever I was ſent for, by day and 
night; dicourſing generally three or four, and ſome 
times, five and fix times a day, to crowded audi- 
tories, | 


Now I was loaded with all manner of calumnies, 
from all quarters: the Magiſtrates threatened me, 
the Clergy preached againſt me, branding me with 
the character of a falſe prophet, and deceiver, &c. 
the Mob was active, laying in wait with intentions 
of miſchief ; yet during all this I was carried, as on 
the wings of an Eagle, triumphantly above all — 
I took no particular Texts, but diſcourſed freely as 
the LoRD gave me utterance, The gift I had re- 
ccived was as yet to convince the conſcience, of ſin, 


"THERE appeared now, a general reformation in 
ſeveral counties Public diverſions became un- 
faſhionable ; and religion became the common talk ; 
places of divine worſhip were every where crowded, 
The Welch Charity Schools began now to ſpread, by 
the procurement of the Rev. Mr. Griffith Jones, of 
Llanddouror; and people in general expreſſed their 
willingneſs to be litterally inſtructed ; and Societies 
were alſo ſet up in many places, 


ABOUT this time, I heard by a friend that came 
from London, of a young Clergyman, namely Mr. 
I/hitefield, that preached four times a day; and was 

D much 
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much bleſſed. In hearing this, my heart was united 
to him in ſuch a manner, that TI never felt the like 
connexion with any one before, but yet I had not 
the leaſt proſpect of ever ſeeing him; being informed 
that he had gone beyond Sea, it being his firſt voyage 
to America. But in the beginning of January 17 38. 
I was agreeably ſurprized by a Letter from him: he 
having providentially heard of me, wrote to me in 
order to encourage me to go on. I was at this time 
greatly diſtreſſed in reſpect to my itinerary way of 
preaching ; yet I proſecuted my work with the ut- 
moſt activity. 


Tavs I went on, having ſweet fellowſhip with 
Gov daily in private prayer, and at the Sacrament, 
which I conſtantly attended — Yet till being not 
fully ſettled as to my method of proceeding, I was 
ſhaken by Satan, and by a ſeqſe of the greatneſs of the 
work, and of my own weakneſs and incapacity for 
it; but ſtill I was conſtrained to go on, by the im- 
portunity of the generality of the people, and by the 
viſible good tendency of my labours, and the united 
call and approbation of many whom I eſteemed as 
gracious Miniſters, and by the continual power I felt. 
with me in the work, Thus my fpirit was much 
enlivened, eſpecially when in the Loxp's work, and 
I feared neither men nor devils, Such power and 
courage I had not by nature, therefore it appeared to 
me to be undoubtedly ſupernatural and from Gop. 


As 
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As to the ſubject of my diſcourſe, it was all given 
unto me in an extraordinary manner, without the 
leaſt premeditation, it was not the fruit of my 
memory; for, naturally, my memory was bad, 
therefore it was the effect of the immediate ſtrong 
impulſe which I felt in my ſoul, I was not able to 
reſt ; conſequently, neceſſity was laid on my ſpirit to 
go and awaken ſouls, Thus I went on, tho' with 
fear and trembling, leſt others of bad intentions 
ſhould take occaſion to go about after my example; 
therefore I prayed that I might know Gop's will 
more perfectly; whether he was the only object of 
my love and deſire, and whether his glory, and the 
ſalvation of my fellow ſinners was the only objects of 
my view — And after examining the matter thus, I 
had power to rely, in all things, on the ſtrength of the 
grace that is in CHrIsT JESUs, for power to carry 
me through the great work, and that if his honor 
ſhould call me to ſuffer, to be impriſoned and tortur- 
ed, I ſhould find him a faithful friend in every trial, in 
death, and to all eternity, 


By this time the Rev. Mr. Rowlands, and ſome 
other young Clergymen were called in Wales, to 
preach the'Goſpel in the ſame extemporary manner 
as I was, 


Tavs, altho' J had many comfortable aſſurances, 
that my commiſſion was from above, yet I was not 
thorou ghly confirmed about it in my own heart, until 
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I was ſummoned to appear before a perſon of diſtine- 
tion, to render an account of my going about in the 
manner 1 did; then theſe words were brought with 
power to my ſoul, from Rev. iii. 7, 8. Behold, I have 
let before thee an open door, and no man can ſhut it, &c, 
By the gracious effect this left on my ſoul, I am con- 
firmed and perſuaded, it was applied to me by the 
HoLy Gos. 


Mr life being now in danger in ſeveral places by 
the Mob; eſpecially in Feb. 1739. when they found 
J could not be proſecuted as a Rioter, becauſe it did 
not appear I diſturbed the peace; yet in Montgomery- 
hire, a Knight, a Clergyman, and two Juſtices, whilſt 
J was diſcourſing, came, attended by a Conſtable, 
with the Mob, and took cognizance of me, and ſuch 
as met together, to hear my exhortation in a place 
unlicenced ; then they began to charge me with a 
breach of the Conventicle Act — I told the Magiſ- 
trate that I was a Conformiſt, and for that reaſon, not 
ſubject to the pennalties of that Statute ; then they 
ſaid, we ſhall conſult the beſt Lawyers in order to 
know if there is a Law to be enforced againſt you; 
and if there is, that I ſhould expect to ſuffer its ut- 
moſt extremity — My perſecutors continued thus to 
threaten me until Seſſion came on, at which time a 
Lawyer was conſulted, and the caſe was dropped, 


AFTER my diſmiſſion I went to Merionethſbire, 
where, I truſt, the LoRx D bleſſed the ſeed ſown to 
ſome 
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ſome. In my return from thence, I came by Dinas- 
Mnuddwy, and diſcourſed there; and at the requeſt 
of a friend, I went on to Machynlleth : But at my 
firſt entrance there, I found none were diſpoſed to 
receive me; however, I propoſed to preach the Goſpel 
to ſuch as met in the ſtreet, being placed in an open 
window or door in an upper room, but I was ſoon 
obliged to deſiſt, by the noiſe of the multitude, who 
continued hollowing, threatening, ſwearing, and 
flinging ſtones, or any thing they could Jay their 
hands on — and eſpecially by an Attorney's coming 
up to me, with ſuch rage and fury in his looks, and 
his mouth ſo full of the language of hell, as if his 
name was Legion, and with him a Gentleman, and a 
Clergyman, in the ſame ſpirit and language, to head 
the Mob, &c. one of them diſcharged a Piſtol at me, 
I received no hurt; but was obliged to go among 
them into the ſtreet, not expecting that I ſhould eſ- 
cape alive, ſeeing every circumſtance threatening 
me with death —— but my hour was not yet come; 
tho” they uſed me ill, yet I was miraculouſly preſerv- 
ed: and at laſt one of the Mob was diſpoſed to fetch 
my horſe; and as ſoon as I mounted, they obſerved 
which way I went, and croſſed my road, and began 
again to throw ſticks and ſtones at me, till the LoR D 
delivered me out of their hands. 


By theſe means, and many other trials, which 1 
often paſſed through, I was at length ſo accuſtomed 


to them, that when I aroſe in the morning, I was 


daily in expectation of my croſſes and trials, I be- 


came 
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came more acquainted with the world and myſelf; 
and could atteſt by my own experience, the truth of 
that expreſſion, which at firſt ſeems harſh, viz, 
that, „Man is a mixture of beaſt and devil.“ 


My natural ſtrength by this time, was ſo ſpent by 
inceſſant labours night and day, that frequently when 
I went before a congregation, I felt ſuch a bodily 
weakneſs, that I could hardly ſtand ; until our SA- 
viouk would enable me by faith to plead that pro- 
miſe in Ja. xl. 31. That they who wait upon the Lord 
ſhall renew their ſtrength, At. Then I preſently felt 
by faith, inſtantaneous ſtrength ſufficient for my ſoul 
and body, to carry me through my work ; yea I felt 
it as really, as ever I have ſelt the benefit of food when 
hungry, or the warmth of fire when cold. 


Tus I continued and went on ſtill through the 
Counties of South Wales, until I arrived at Cardiff, 
where I was much refreſhed by the ſight of Mr. 
Abitoſteld — this was the firſt time I met him to con- 


verſe face to face *.

% After I came from the Seat, I was much refreſhed with the 
fight of my dear Brother Howell Harris, whom, though I knew 
not in perſon, I have long ſince loved in the Bowels of Jesus 
CxrisT, and have often felt my ſoul drawn out in prayer in 


his behalf — A burning and ſhining light has he been in thoſe 


parts — a Barrier againſt prophaneneſs and immorality, and an 
indefatigable promoter of the true Goſpel of JesUs CHRIST. 
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Bf I 
Ago the end of March, 1739. I went to London, 
where I received farther Goſpel light by converſing 
with a friend ; who among other obſervations, ſaid to 
this effect; © I ſee many people concerned about 
« working in themſelves, &c. but few ſeem to be 


©« con- 


About three or four years, Gop has inclined him to go about 
doing good. He is now above Twenty five years of Age. 
Twice he has applied (being every way qualified) for holy Or- 
ders; but was refuſed, under a falſe pretence, that he was not 
of age, though he was then Twenty two years and Six Months. 
About a Month ago he offered himſelf again, but was put off. 
Upon this, he was, and is ſtill reſolved to go on in his work; 
and indefatigable zeal has he ſhewn in his Maſter's ſervice. For 
three years (as he told me from his own mouth) he has diſcourſed 
almoſt twice every day for three or four hours together z not 
authoritatively, as a Miniſter ; but as a private perſon, ex- 
horting his Chriſtian Brethren. He has been, I think, in ſeven 
Counties, and has made it his buſineſs to go to Wakes, &c. to 
turn people from ſuch lying vanities. Many Alehouſe- people, 
Fidlers, Harpers, &c. (Demetrius like) ſadly cry out againit 
him, for ſpoiling their Buſineſs, He has been made the ſubject 
of numbers of Sermons, has been threatened with public pro- 
ſecutions, and had Conſtables ſent to apprehend him. But Gop 
has bleſſed him with inflexible courage — Inſtantaneous ſtrength 
has been communicated to him from above; and he ftill con- 
tinues to go on from conquering to conquer. He is of a moſt 
Catholic ſpirit, loves all that loves our LoRD JESUS CHRIST, 
and therefore he is ſtiled by Bigots, a Liſenter He is con- 
temned by all that are lovers of pleaſure more than lovers of 
God ; but GoD has greatly bleſſed his picus endeavours. Ma- 
ny call, and own him as their ſpiritual Father, and, I believe, 
would lay down their lives for his ſake. He diſcourſes generally 
in a field, from a wall, a Table, but at other times in a houſe, 
or any thing elſe. He has eſtabliſhed near thirty Societies in 
Seuth Wales, and till his ſphere of Action is enlarged daily. 
He is full of faith, and the Holy Gt

c convinced of the neceſſity of believing in CuRISr , 


before they can do any thing acceptable in his 
« fight.” There came ſuch a freſh light with theſe 


Wren I firſt ſaw him, my heart, was knit cloſely to him. 
T wonted to catch ſome of his fire, and gave him the right 
hand of fellowſhip with my whole heart. After I had ſaluted 
him, and given a warm exhortation to a great number of 
people, who followed me to the Inn, we ſpent the remainder of 
the evening in taking fweet council together, and telling one 
another what Gop had done for our fouls, My heart was ftill 
drawn out towards him more and more. A divine and ſtrong 
ſympathy ſeemed to be between us, and I was reſolved to pro- 
mote his intereſt with all my might. Accordingly we took an 
account of the ſeveral Societies, and agreed on ſuch meaſures as 
feemed moſt conduſive to promote the common intereſt of our 
LoRD. Bleſſed be GoD, there ſeems to be a noble ſpirit gone 
out into Wales ; and I believe cer long, there will be more viſi · 
ble fruits of it. What inctines me ſtrongly to think ſo is, that 


the Partition-wall of Bigotry and parcy-zeal is broken down, 


and Minifters and Teachers of different Communions, join with 
one heart and one mind to carry on the kingdom of JesUs 
CHRIST — The Lo d make all the Chriſtian world thus mind- 
ed, For till this is done, I fear we muſt deſpair of any great 
Reformation in the Church of God. After much comfortable 
and encouraging diſcourſe with each other, we kneeled down 
and prayed, and great enlargement of heart Gop was pleaſed to 
give me in that duty. 


THis done, we ate a little ſupper, and then after ſinging z 
Hymn, we went to bed, praifing and bleſſing Gop, for bring- 
ing us face to face, I doubt not but Satan envied our happt- 
neſs. But I hope, by the help of Gop, we ſhall make his 
kingdom ſhake. God loves to do great things by weak inſtru- 
ments, that the Power may be of God, and not of man. Afﬀter 
being much refreſhed by laſt night's reſt about ten in the 
morning, according to appointment, I went to the Town-hall, 
and preached for about an hour and a half to a large aſſembly of 
people, My dear Brother Howell Harris ſat cloſe by me 
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18 2: 
words to my heart, that I could not but inſiſt that 
Faith is the fundamental Grace in the ſpiritual work, 
and the genuine ſpring of all our obedience : and till 
we receive this Grace, we cannot apprehend the 
righteouſneſs of CHRIS and conſequently cannot 
fay that we are juſtified, &, This freſh light, 
brought alſo with it freſh convictions, which ſunk 
deeper and deeper into my ſpirit ; eſpecially by read- 
ing part of Cotton, on the Covenant of Grace; whilſt 
he was ſhewing how far one might go with 
right notions of Salvation, and yet not rightly 
believe, truſt or rely confidently on the merits of 
CHRIST ; but in ſomewhat done by us, or in us : 
And when he ſhewed the many falſe reſts people are 
apt to acquieſce in ſhort of CHRIS, viz. ſome reſt 
in their outward profeſſion of the true religion; 
others becauſe they are Orthodox in their principles ; 
and others becauſe they have reformed their lives, and 
do abound in all good works, &c. and whilſt he 
ſhewed all theſe were our works, and not the Blood 
of CHRIST, and a perſon building his hope here, was 
not building on CHRIST (although I had been 
brought from all theſe reſts a long time before, by 
reading the Sincere Convert) I was wounded, by 
cloſe re- examination; eſpecially as he went on to 
ſhew that we may truſt in our faith, good frames, 
and performances, &c, (tho' they were good in their 
places, yet to rely on them is idolatry) and not on 
CnRIST's Blood only, And though I had the ſeed 
| E | ſown 


. 
fown in my ſoul four years before, and had daily feel - 
ings of Gop's love in my heart, yet the awakenings 
that I felt this time made ſo deep an impreſſion on 
my heart, that I could hardly bear them — yea, I can 
fay that my ſpirit was greatly diſtreſſed with deep 
anguiſh of ſoul for ſome days together, until I was 


refreſhed by that text in Rev. xxii. 17. I hoſoever 
will, let him take the water of life freely. This ſuſ- 
tained me, and I felt I was willing to let Gop do 
what he pleaſed with me, 


Bur yet ſtill, I was troubled with ſome reaſon- 
ings, about going directly to CRRISrH in every con- 
dition; till, at one time, a woman came to me to re- 


late, how all the night ſhe had been in diſtreſs and 


perplexity, reaſoning with the enemy, whether ſhe 
was a child of GoD or not, and that ſhe could have 
no reſt or ſatisfaction, till it came to her mind to go 
to CHRIST as ſhe was; and that ſhe had thereupon 
peace, and victory — Upon hearing this, and ſome 
preaching afterwards, that people ſhould come to 
CHrisrT as they are, without reaſoning in themſelves, 
I was made to ceaſe from reaſoning, and to go with 
all my complaints, and fears, and lay them before the 
FRIEND of ſinners, who loved me freely, and not 
for any good in me. Now that legal principle of 
fitting myſelf for CHRIST, and of being afraid to go 
to him when I was not in a good frame were rooted 
out of my heart; then I learned to look and go di- 
rectly to CHRIST at all times, and in all circum- 
ſtances, 1

I parted this fummer with many dear friends in 
London, and came home to Trevecka, The next day 
I was called by bulineſs to. Abergavenny; and was 
edified in reading Buynan's Law and Grace, by the 
way: then my ſoul was much revived at the kind 
and hearty reception J had from ſome of my dear 
friends therez I could not part with them till after 
nine at night, — then I went, and came home about 
one in the morning, notwithſtanding I had 
travelled theſe eight days. paſt yery hard, and had 
many Letters to write, and alſo was to diſcourſe 
with ſome of my neighbouring friends before noon, 
I was aſſiſted to fit up all night, to read, write, and 
pray, yet the Lokp enabled me to diſcourſe with 
great ſtrength of body at noon, and again in the 
evening, with much power, near the Hay, for about 
two hours. From thence I ſet off about hve miles 
farther z and to bed about twelve. 


Tus following day, as I was going to Tong- Toon, 
in Hergfordſbire, many young people was crowding 
towards a feaſt kept there; I had a fpirit of pity and 
tenderneſs, to them; and from that ſpirit ſpoke home 
to perſuade them from going; becauſe I had ſome 
concern in my ſoul that Gop was fo publicly diſ- 
honoured, and that ſouls are in ſuch a miſerable con- 
dition, then I had fame drawings in my mind to go 
to the ſeaſt, and I was made willing to fuffer whatever 
I ſhould meet, and after having prayed alone, ven- 
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tured to go thither in the name of Gop ; and before 
I came to the great crowd, I came to a few who 
were together at their diverſion, to theſe I took oc- 
caſion to ſpeak, on account of one of them ſwearing, 
and while I was ſpeaking with theſe, the news went 
to the great crowd that I was there, and they ran 
up by hundreds, till, I believe, there was in a little 
time about two thouſand around me; and the Lord 
gave me courage to attack the Devil in his own quar- 
ters — and made my face as a flint — fupplying me 
with proper matters ; and eſpecially when I ſaw ſome 
Gentlemen and Ladies coming up, I was made 
ſtronger and ſtronger to humble their pride ——I 
was alſo moved to apply home to the Miniſter of the 
pariſh, and two Juſtices that were preſent, aſking 
how they could give account of their ſtewardſhip, 
while they countenanced pride, ſwearing, and drunk- 
enneſs, &c. ſome of the Gentlemen laughed at me, and 
one cried, «© Take the Babbler down,” but my time 
was not yet come, I went from thence towards 
Abergavenny, there the vileſt of the Town came to 
hear me, and the LokD helped me to deliver my 
meſſage faithfully, and boldly at Mr. 7 Mr. E. 


Jones was preſent: we went to bed about two o clock 
in the morning. 


HAvIx now, by the ſtrength of the Logo, a 
power and courage to reſiſt the Devil in two Towns, 
I went on my way to the third, viz, Pont=y-Pool, and 
there after I had been led to diſcourſe much about the 


courage

courage of Daniel, Shadrach, Maſbach, and Abednego, 
and how the Lox p ſtands by his people in the day of 
battle, &c, I was at laſt honoured with the fulfilment 
thereof in myſelf — for Mr. C came 
upon us, and did read the Riot-a&t, ordering us to 
ſeparate in an hour's time; — At his firſt coming, 
our ſpirits were a little diſcouraged, but immediately 
the LoxD ſtrengthened me to tell him, that in obe- 
dience to his Majeſty's order we would ſeparate ; 
then he ordered a Conſtable to take care of me; I 
had full courage in the inward man to ſay, that I was 
willing to go to priſon, and to death to fave ſouls, 
but that we had here no Riot, nor Sedition againſt 
Church or State; and I aſked him if he read that Act 
at Cock-matches, &c, but he continued his threaten- 
ings that he would take notice of as many as he 
could, and if they did not diſperſe as before, they 
ſhould die without benefit of Clergy — The aſſembly 
continued unmoved, and eaſy; I told him, we would 
part, having firſt prayed for him, that the curſe of 
thoſe people may not fall on his head, and that Gon 
would not lay this to his charge in the day of judg- 
ment, where you ſhall ſtand not as a Juſtice of the 
Peace, but as a reſponſible creature, to give an ac- 
count how you did bear the ſword of Juſtice : he then 
replied that, «That did not trouble him at preſent”? — 
Then we went to prayer, and when I begged Gop 
would meet him, as he did Saul, with his ſaving grace, 
&c. he went away, — and the people moſt of them 
in tears, and ſo we parted in great love. 
REL I was 


. 

I was ſupported and more chearful than uſual. all 
the time. Late in the evening I went with the Con- 
ſtable, and a great number of people before him, and 
having conſulted with ſome friends (though it was my 
own inclination to go to priſon) I gave twa bails to 
anſwer at the next great Seſſion at Manmont h. Then 
I faid farther, that I was furprifed that Major 
H s ſon, (for he was a good natured man, &e.) 
ſhould be the firſt perſecutor of a proteſtant peace- 
able aſſembly; he ſaid, he had his orders from above — 
I afked him, Was it from heaven? And he ſaid, No 
I did not mean that,” faid he: I told him that I 
thought, if his Majeſty knew how loyal and harmleſs 
we were, that he would not love you the better for 
ſuppreſſing us — Thus I parted with him, having 
left ſome arrows in his confcience, about his being 
ſoon to give an account of himſelf at a dreadful tri- 
bunal — but that I had, and would pray for him, and 
he thanked me, 


Turs being about the middle of June, I was not 
to appear at the great Seſſion in Mnmauth till Au- 
guſt— Therefore, in the mean time, I was deter- 
mined to be diligent in the work of my Lox D; I 
went from hence to Briſtol, where I had a ſweet eon- 
verſation with my friends there — Then I went to a 
Society of Melſbmen, where I expounded for near two 
hours, Thence to hear Mr. John Weſley, whom I 
had heard much talk of, and loved much from what 
L have heard of him; but had ſome prejudice againſt 


him,

bim, becauſe he did not hold the Perſeverance of the 
Saints, and the doctrine of Election, &c. He preach- 
ed on {/azah xlv. 22. Look unto me, and be ye ſaved, all 
the ends of the earth : for I am God, and there is none 
elſe, And fo excellently, and clearly, held forth free 
Juſtification by faith, without the works of the 
Law — the neceſſity, duty, and priviledge of every 
one's looking to JEsvus for righteouſneſs, ſtrength, 
and all, inftead of reafoning, &c. and the Spirit of 
Gop attended his difcourſe to my ſoul in fuch a 
manner, that much of the LorD's glory broke in 
upon my ſoul; and my prejudice againft him fell 
away — and I was convinced that he was a faithful 
Miniſter of Jesus CHRIST eſpecially when L 
went to him at Mrs. G—, where he was vaſtly en- 
larged in prayer for me, for the Rev. Mr. G. Jones, 
and all Wales. Thus I believe, from the benefit 
I received, that my going to Briſtol was from Gon. 


HaAvinG parted with all friends at Briſtal, I ſet out 
for Wales; the door now opens wider and wider to 
the ſeveral Counties of Glamorgan, Brecon, Carmar- 
then, and part of Radnor, Cardigan, and Pembro#ftire, 
I had reaſon to believe my labours were attended 


with much blefling, 


Trex I returned from this round, and arrived at 
home in Trevecka, Breconſbire, on the 7th of Auguft ; 


and in the evening I went toward Abergavenny in my 
way 
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way to Monmouth Aſſizes; and ſpent the night af 
Mr. F. moſt agreeably with ſome Chriſtian friends, 
whoſe hearts the LokD has inclined to go with me, 
to bear a part in my ſufferings, ſhould occaſion re- 


quire. 


THren I went on to Monmouth; in the mean time 
hearing that my perſecutors were reſolved to have 
me puniſhed, to the utmoſt rigour of the Law, what- 
ever it might coſt them. I knew that I had neither 
friends nor money to make any defence, or to help 
me that way; for I had renounced all my former 
friends, and if I was deluded, as they ſaid, and not 
ſent of Gop, I knew that he would not ſtand by me: 
But however, this being my caſe, it drove me to ſend 
ſtrong cries to the LorD, that he would give me a 
clearer proof of my commiſſion, and whether I ſuf- 
fered for his cauſe, or for my own imprudence and 
indeliberateneſs, as ſome ſaid I did. But the Loxyd 
comforted me ſoon, by that portion of Scripture, Ei. 
vi. 9. Thus ſhall it be done to the man whom the King 
delighteth to honor; yet then it appeared to me as a 
wrong ſtep to honor, to be obliged to ſtand at the 
Bar, to bear the contempt of the Court, and the 
whole County, not conſidering that the Croſs is the 
way to the Crown, and that the reproach of CHRIST 
is the greateſt honor! 


Wren I came to Monmouth, the Lok p, though 
without my knowledge, had animated many friends, 
| and 
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and brought them from ſeveral parts, as London, 
Gloucefler and Males, &c. to ſtand by me: but the 
Magiſtrates, after conſulting about the affair, thought 


it not expedient to appear againſt me; and fo I was 
diſmiſſed 


AFTER my diſmiſſion, I was more eſtabliſhed in 
my own ſoul, that my Miſſion was from Gop ; eſ- 
pecially as I had ſo often applied for Holy Orders, 
and was rejected, for no other reaſon but for my 
preaching as a Layman, I felt no ſcruple ever 
ſince, but have been more and more eſtabliſhed and 
confirmed, both from Scripture examples, and by the 
judgment and practice of the Church, and former 
Eminent Divines. As to the lawfulneſs of Laymen's 
preaching, in ſome caſes, and at times of neceſlity, 
I ſaw in the Acts of the Apoſtles, the account of Ap- 
pollus and others, who were ſcattered by the death of 
Stephen, having no other Miſſion than being moved by 
the HoLy Ghost, and love to the immortal ſouls of 
their fellow creatures ; — I thought a greater time of 
neceſſity could hardly be than at preſent, when the 
whole Country, in a curſory ſenſe, lay in a lukewarm, 
dead condition — in many Churches, for ſome months 
together, there was no ſermon; and in other places, 
an Engliſh learned diſcourſe to a Welſh illiterate 
congregation — and where an intelligible ſermon was 
preached, it was ſo legal, in the language of the old 
covenant, and advancing man's works, &c. not treat- 
ing of a Mediator, that ſhould any give heed to it, 

F they 
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they could eafily perceive that they were far from 
being lead thereby to CHRIS, the only new and liv- 
ing way to Gon, Seeing this, and feeling the love 
of CHRIST in my heart, I ſaw an abſolute neceſſity 


of going about to propagate the Goſpel of my dear 
MasSTER and REDEEMER —— 


HavinG parted with my friends, who came to 
ſtand by me at Monmouth Seſſion, I went on my way 
with ſome friends, to Llanvihangel-Cerrig-Cornet, 
and offered to diſcourſe there for my LorD and 
MASTER; but here I met much oppoſition, being 
contradicted, ridiculed, and abuſed; which I ſaw 
was given me as a thorn in the fleſh, to humble me, 
leaſt I ſhould be exalted above meaſure ; but Satan, 
thou art chained ! Thus having been much humbled 
in the inward man, I was enabled at laſt to conquer 
ſome of them by love and meekneſs ; then I had 
quiet, and an open door to diſcourſe and pray, &c, 
Surely times of trials are very ſweet feaſons, they 
draw forth our faith into exerciſe,—- and knit our 
hearts more cloſely to Gop and his people. 


Thus I went through the Counties of South- 
wales the ſecond time this year, having new ſtrength 
and a new commiſſion from the Lox D. I was fol- 
lowed in general by thoſe of the eſtabliſhed Church, 
becauſe I profeſſed myſelf a Churchman, and that I 
had no intention to draw them from the Church. 
But when I began to ſhew them the danger thor- 

oughly, 
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oughly, and that the doctrine they hard was not of our 


Articles and Homilies, nor maintained by the old 


Reformers; &c. but that it was the Covenant of 
works in the whole, or in part; and that it was 
Morality, and not CHRIS TH that was preached almoſt 
every where, &c. then I was looked upon as an 
enemy to the Church, tho” all this while, I was en- 
deavouring to revive. it-— The Diſſenters at firſt liked 
me much, as I was encouraging, the people to go any 
where to hear, where CHRIST was preached, and 
where they found moſt benefit ; and when they found 
their places of worſhip thronged by ſuch means, I 
was, for ſome time, much reſpected by all parties, 
and did not want encouragement from each party to 
join them. 


Bur the Loxp kept me all this while from med- 
dling with the differences and controverſies about 
the externals of Religion; for I dreaded the 
conſequences this would produce to ſouls newly 
awakened, Therefore for many reaſons being 
perſuaded in my own mind, that 1 was called to 
labour as a Member in the national Church, my 
conſcience did not permit me to diſſent — And when 
I came to ſee the Bigotry of ſome parties, the luke- 
warmneſs, and worldly-mindedneſs of others, with 
their legal method of preaching, &c. I began to bear 
my teſtimony againſt them ; then many waxed cold 
towards me, others diſputed with me, and thought it 
as their duty to weaken my hands as much as they 
could | Tur 
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Tux enſuing Summer, in the year 1740. as I 
went through Glamorganſbire, I met with Mr. Seward 
at Cowbridge; from thence he came on with me to 


Cardiff; then we went on comfortably together, 


to Monmouthſhire, and preached at the ſeveral Towns 
of Newport, Caerleon, Uſe, and the Town of Mon- 
mouth, &c, where Satan was permitted to rage againſt 
us in a moſt horrible manner. At Newport the Mob 
ruſhed on us with the utmoſt rage and fury, — they 
have torn both my coat ſleeves, and one quite off, 
and took away my peruke,. I being now in the rain 
— O feet bare headed, — under the reproach of 
Cur1sT ! having little ſilence, I diſcourſed on, but 
ſoon they hollowed again, and pelted me with apples 
and dirt, flinging ſtones in the utmoſt rage about me, 


T had one blow on my forehead, which cauſed a riſing 
with little blood. — Many friends would have me 
give over in the tumult, but I could not be free to 
do that till the ſtorm would be over, and Gop be 
glorified over Satan, &, When we came to Caer- 
leon, every thing ſeemed calm and quiet, whilſt Bro- 
ther Seward prayed and diſcourſed ſweetly by the 
Market-houſe ; but when I began to diſcourſe after 
him, then they began to roar moſt horribly, pelting 
us with dung and dirt, throwing eggs, plumb- 
ſtones, and other hard ſubſtance even in our faces, 
and hollowed ſo loud as to drown my voice entirely 
Brother Seward had a furious blow on his right 
eye, which cauſed him much anguiſh, and as it affect- 
ed his left, he was obliged to be led by the hand blind-

ſold for ſome days, — till at laſt he became totally 
blind of it, And when we came to Monmouth- Town, 
we had much the ſame treatment as we had at News- 
port and Caerleon, — It happened to be the Horſe. 
race there, both high and low were aſſembled againſt 
us. — And as I began to diſcourſe on a table over 
againſt the Town-hall windows, where the Duke of 
B , Lord N „with great number of Gentle- 
men and Ladies were at dinner, — then they ordered 
a Drum to be beat by our ſides, altho' the Loxp en- 
abled me to bear my teſtimony againſt their Balls, 
Aſſemblies, Horſe-races, whoredom and drunken- 
neſs, &c. and the Drum continued to beat, and the 
Mob pelting us with apples, pears, ſtones and dirt, 
and a dead dog, &c, During this ſtorm, Brother 
Seward was much afraid of hurt, yet he endured 
it with much calmneſs of ſpirit, ſaying “ Better en- 
« dure this than Hell.” Thus all their oppoſition 
could not hinder our progreſs, — But in the ſtrength 
of the Lok D we went on from conquering to con- 
quer*, 


BROTHER Seward went with me to Coleford, and 
to Gloucefter, where we had much power no diſcourſe 
to many hundreds, both in public and private — 


See Weekly Hiflory, No. 2. printed in London in the year | 
1740. where Mr. Seward in a Letter dated from Treleck Friday 
September 12 th, 1740. gives a more full account of the perſe- 
cution he and Mr. Harris ſuffered at that time in Monmouth- 

ire. : 
2 Being 
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Being in Gloucefter on a Sunday, and hearing that the 
Sacrament would be at Nzicolas's Church, I went 
there; and had a freſh ſenſe of my poverty and vile. 
neſs, ſo that I could cry experimentally and feelingly, 
« O Lokp, I am the pooreſt, the vileſt, and the un- 
« worthieſt here before thee. —” And when I thus 
fell at my SAy1OUR's feet, then I had a ſweet and 
cloſe communion with him, and my ſoul felt a pity 
for all the world, — longing, O ! that they all might 
be born again, and be brought to the true knowledge 
of the SAVIOUR of ſinners : yea I felt I deſerved hell 
for not valuing his precious Blood the more ! O the 
infinite value of that Blood ! it is the fruit of Gop's 
eternal love to poor ſinners! Here is light, life, and 
liberty from the guilt and power of fin, &c. and O 
that I may abide here forever, 


My reception at different places was daily enlarg- 
ed; although the enemy cauſed ſome diſturbance 
almoſt every where; when at the entreaties of ſeveral 
friends, I went to a Revel in Radnorſhire, which is an 
yearly meeting, where numbers of people meet ta 
dance, &c, (I uſually frequented thoſe places in order 
to ſpeak to the people, and Gop was pleaſed to bleſs 
the word to the converſion of ſome, and conviction 
of many, who would not attend preaching elſewhere.) 
After I had began to ſhew to the attentive crowd the 
folly, vanity, and danger of theſe ways, and invited 
them to the SAVIOUR ; I was apprehended by two 
J uſtices; and after I ſuffered much contempt and

deriſion, &c. they drew up their Commitment, &c, 
But when they perceived that I was well pleaſed to 
go to priſon, they ſent for ſome of my friends to bail 
me; which I aſſented to, leaſt they ſhould think me 
obſtinate. So they bound me to appear at the Quar- 
ter Seſſions, and diſmiſſed me, When I departed, I 
was filled with joy unſpeakable, and great glory — 
In conſequence of my obligation, I appeared at the 
Quarter Seſſions, being accompanied by others, who 
had anſwered for me; and although we required 
our trial, yet they declined it, and obliged us to ap- 
pear again the next Quarter Seſſions. 


Ar this time, a ſtrong attempt was made to take 
away my life, as follows; viz. The Hall wherein 
the Seſſions were held, was an upper room, up a high 
flight of ſtairs which was oppoſite to the Street (and 
it being by night) the Mob placed themſelves in a 
proper poſture, at the head of the ſtairs, to puſh me 
down; which deſign,“ if it had taken place, would 
have certainly cauſed my death; — for they began to 
puſh me, but by an eſpecial providence, a worthy _ 
Gentleman (one of the Magiſtrates on the Bench) 
came that moment and ſnatched me from their hands ; 
—and he protected me, and led me to his lodging — 
As I was going out of Town, they ſurrounded me, 
and unanimouſly exclaimed againſt me, but I was 
ſoon minded to demand peace in the King's name, 
upon which Gop ſtruck them with ſuch an awe, 


that I was permitted to eſcape 
| THE 
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Tux next Quarter Seſſions, when I appeared in 
Court, an Act was peruſed which was made in the 
T wenty- ſecond year of King Charles the II. againſt 
ſeditions and illegal aſſemblies, that under pretence 
of Divine worſhip, people met to- plot againſt the 
King: when they had done reading it; a Counſellor 
(being employed by a certain Gentleman) ſtood up, 
at which the whole Court was ſurprized, he pleaded 
that theſe aſſemblies were not ſubject to the cenſure 
and penalties of that Act, unleſs they could juſtly 
charge them with ſedition and diſloyalty, which they 
could not poſſibly do. Therefore he was clearly of 
the oppinion that the Defendant might be acquitted 
of that charge and ſuſpicion, by his ſubſeribing to 
the Articles of the Church, and taking the oath of 
alegiance to his Majeſty; I immediately expreſſed 
my readineſs to do this, and they thought fit to diſ- 
miſs me. Previous to this time warrants were iſſued 
out to take me, but now the Magiſtrates obſerved 


that I was peaceable, and a conformiſt, and alſo loyal 


to the King; by which it appeared I was no delin- 
quent, and not guilty of that which they charged, 


Ix Carmarthenſhire, not far from the County Town, 

I was interrupted by a certain Knight, who came 
there purpoſely to take me; I ſpoke to him, and 
when he found I was not guilty of what was laid to 
my charge ; I was permitted to give the people a 
warm Exhortation, being enabled to be faithful, and 
bold to ſpeak in my MasTER's cauſe, as well as to 
behave 
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behave with humility; he went away quietly : and 
ſince that time I had peace and quietneſs in this and 
in other Counties from the Magiſtrates ; and the 
doors now began to open to ſeveral conſiderable 
Towns in South-H/ales, which were ſhut up before, 


In the beginning of the year 1741. I went to 
North-Wales; and as I proceeded, the enemy was 
provoked at my attempt thus to propagate the Goſ- 
pel in his territories, and reſolved to make a ſtand 
againſt me, and endeavoured, as much as he ſhould 
be permitted, to take away my life: having been im- 


portuned to viſit Bala, in Merioneth-ſhire, and to pro- 


ceed to the North, (tho' I had been there once or 
twice before) after prayer and conſultation, I entruſt- 
ed God with my life, relying on his faithfulneſs, and 
went on. And accidentally, as I was near Bala, I 
overtook the Miniſter that belonged to that place, on 
the road, who cautioned me to deſiſt at my peril; I 
meekly replied, I was fully perſuaded that it was my 
duty, that I had no other intention, but to publiſh 
the glad tidings of Salvation, and would not wilfully 
oftend any perſon, &c. However he gave me very 
ill language, and came towards me, with a great 
club to ſtrike me; I told him, when I was reviled, 
I was taught not to revile again, and rode on quietly : 


— but when I entered the Town, I found a numerous 


aſſembly waiting for me; and it was ſaid, that 
all the County Mob were met together purpoſely to 
abuſe and hinder me But at the requeſt of my 

G friends 
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friends I quitted the ſtreet, and went to a houſe t 
diſcourſe. 


Duxirs all this I was happy in my ſoul, and fult 
of power, and courage, my voice being lifted up like 
a a trumpet, ſo that the people could hear in ſpite of all 
the diſturbance that was made at the Coor, and 
window, which was broke to pieces by the Mob; 
and thus I diſcourſed on for ſome time: but when the 
Mob who had been preparing themſelves for the work 
by exceſſive drinking (it was ſuppoſed that the Mi- 
niſter had given them the drink) came among the 
people, a friend deſired me to leave off; tho*'l was 
yet full of power in my ſpirit, yet p:efering my 
friend's advice before the call in my own ſoul, E 
ceaſed to ſpeak; but I immediately felt the power 
withdrawn from me ;— then I underſtood that I had 
done wrong — However I retired to an upper room, 
but the Mob, inftead of withdrawing, appeared to be 
more enrazed ; — Some ſurrounded the houſe, whilſt 
others climbed to the top of it, threatening me with 
death, as ſoon as I ſhould come out. As night drew 
on, I thought it my duty to go out among them, 
committing myſelf to the hands of God but as ſoon 
as I weat out of the houſe, one ſeized me by the 
Handkerchief, by it giving way, I was prevented 
from falling to the ground; — another hit me on 
the face, whilſt others flung ſtones and dirt at me, &c. 
I then thought it was my lot to die Stephen's death

in the midft of them ; — I ſpoke to them, and prayed 
for them ; — But whilſt I did this, one defired me 
to go away, telling me that I tempted the Lord by 
ſtaying there, &c. and no ſooner I turned my back 
on my enemies to go away, but I was ſome how 
left to myſelf, and funk under the waves; — though 
J was not afraid of death, knowing it was an en- 
trance to eternal reſt, having no fear of hell, or doubt 
of Gop's favour through the Blood of CHRIST my 
SAVIQUR ; yet being rather unwilling to die by the 
hands of theſe villains, gave me ſome uneaſineſs, — 
they ſtill, inhumanly continued to beat me with ſticks 
and ſtafts, and to pelt me with ſtones, &c. until E 
fell under their mercileſs feet, where they continued 
to beat me until the LoRD touched the heart of one 
of them with pity, or fear of being proſecuted for 
killing me *; he ſwore they ſhould beat me no more, 
G2 and 


® The following is @ true Account given by men of weracity, of 


the Judgment of Go upon fome of the moft cruel perſecutors 
at that time. 


The perſon that threw the firſt ſtone to the houſe, in a ſhort 
time afterward,' as he was coming home from a fair, fell 
from his horſe, and broke his back, and ſoon died Alſo the 
perſon that was moſt cruel for throwing Mr Harris heads 
long down a rock, to a pool about fix yards deep, ſoon after- 
ward fell within a few yards down that rock, and died on the 
pot. Another luſty young man who was a very cruel per- 


ſecuter 
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and reſcued me out of their hands, whilſt they were 
employed in giving my friends the like treatment; 
although they were able to make defenſive reſiſtance, 
yet they imitated CHRIST the Lorp their Maſter, 
in bearing all patiently, as I deſired them to do. So 
at laſt we came together to our lodging, and dreſſed 
our wounds ; and there alſo I exhorted my fellow 
ſufferers, and rejoiced together that we were counted 
worthy to ſuffer for CHRIST's ſake 


AFTERWARD I went on my journey to Caer- 
narvon- ſbire, and reached there on a Saturday- night; 
— Sunday morning I enquired where the beſt church- 


ſecutor on that day, as he was going towards home, fell from 
his horſe upon a ſtone, fracturated his ſcull, and inſtantly died. 
Another perſon that day, fell down dead in a fit of rage, as he 
was beating and perſecuting in a moſt inhuman manner; but 
recovered again that time, and in few years after died miſerably, 
with great remorſe of conſcience, eſpecially for what he had 
done on that day. Alſo another perſecutor on his death-bed 
was ſo raving-mad that three ſtout men were not able to hold 
him from biting his own hands and lips, to pieces, — and ſe 
he died in a moſt miſerable manner. Another when a dy- 
ing, four perſons being with her, who were ſo terrified at what 
they had felt and ſeen in the room with her, that they could 
hardly abide there, ſome ghaſtly apparition was ſeen on the 
bed with her, and her pain was ſo much that ſhe was riſing 
from the bed for fear, &c. 
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preaching was, It was ſaid, it was two or three miles 
diſtance, where the Chancellor preached. I went 
there, and I heard ſuch a ſermon as I thought could 
never come into the heart of man to conceive, or 
ahy mouth to utter : he had heard of my coming to 
North-Males, and took occaſion to forewarn the peo- 
ple, leaſt I ſhould happen to viſit that place. Firſt, 
he pretended to point me out as a Miniſter of the 
devil, an enemy to Gop, and to the church, and to 
all mankind, &. He in ſeveral reſpects deſcribed me 
worſe than the devil. becauſe he could not act 
here but by ſuch inſtruments, &c. ſo he went on, and 
made a repetition of my being the devil's Miniſter, 
a deluder, a falſe-prophet, &c. and after he had paint. 
ed me as more worſe than any Monſter Heretic, or 
the devil himſelf, he ſhewed it was a duty incumbent 
upon the people, out of love to Gop and his church, 
and their country, to join unanimouſly agaiiſt ſuch 
a man, who carried with him ſuch deſtructive poiſon, 
which would not only deſtroy their perſans and 
eſtates, but their immortal ſouls forever, & c. But 
neither he nor the people expected me there ſo ſoon ; 
until I went to the Miniſter after he came out 
of church, to ſpeak with him about ſetting up Welſh 
Schools, &c. and allo to tell him my diſlike of his 
ſermon z then on a mere ſuppoſition of my be- 
ing the very perion publicly expoſed 11 church, the 
people ſet themſelves in order on the way by which 
I was to go, to take my horſe, that they might 


pelt 


„ 
pelt me with ſtones, &c. but though many ſtones 
were flung violently at me, yet the Lok p ſaved me 
from having any conſiderable harm, and kept them 
from laying violent hands upon me — Thus I wat 
greatly endangered all this week, and often thought 
F ſhould not be permitted to return alive from this 
countr/ 


I returned by way of Penmorſu near Traeth- mator; 
and whilſt I waited my paſſage, the Mob beſtired 
themſelves againſt me, and the ſpirit of Murderers 
were ſeen in their looks and behaviour; —— they 
abuſed me, —— but being in chains, they could not 
hurt me much; and at laſt I eſcaped their fury, 
and came over Barmouth-ferry, to a Diſſenting Mi- 
niſter's houſe, in Merionetb. ſbire. From thence I 
came by Machynlleth, and Llanbrynmair, in Mant- 
gomry*ſhire, where my life was endangered again, but 
was preſerved as a prey out of a Lion's mouth 
So I went on and viſited the ſouls in that County, 
who had now began to form themſelves into ſmall 
Societies. 


O what experience I gained by this perilous jours 
/ ey | I never had ſo much acquaintance with the 
nature. of ſelf-love, which- grew inſenſibly in me, by 
means of my ſucceſs: — I ſaw more and more of 
the depth of all evil in my nature; that I often won« 
dered that the earth- was permitted to bear ſuch a 
monſter z 
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monſter; I daily. obſerved, and had a clearer evi« 
dence of the truth of that expreſſion delivered by 
good Biſhop Hiper at the ſtake, © Lorp, I am 
« hell, but thou art heaven.” I find as yet I am 
but a child, and ſo underſtand and ſpeak as a 
child: — But the Lorp by degrees continued to 
ſhew me more of the highth, depth, length and 
breadth of his love in CHRIST ; and led me to know, 
by experience, more of his ſufferings, death, and re- 
ſurrection, love and faithfulneſs, My eyes were 
more opened, and my ſpiritual underftanding increaſ- 
ed, to apprehend the myſtery of Is us CHRIST, who 
alone in the various characters we have of him, can 
be ſavingly known by the operation of the Hol r 
GHosT, as the Door, and the Way to Gop, and 
the ineffable Maj ESTV himſelf By this light 
and experience I had deliverance from the Old Cove 
nant and its legal fear, and it drew me alſo more and 
more under the Law of faith and love ; the fruits of 
the New Covenant, and into Goſpel Liberty; and 
not licentiouſneſs — The Croſs was burthenſome ta 
my fleſh, but I felt my ſoul growing ſweetly un- 
der it 


Tux following Summer, F was called again to 
London, to aſſiſt for ſome time at the Tabernacle; I 
made Briſtol in my way, and going through Milt: hire, 
I met with Mr. Cennict, and went with him to Sin- 


aan; and as we preached there, we were ſet upon by 
the 
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the Mob to ſome purpoſe, who went the length of 
their chain in venting their rage upon us: — They 
brought horns, guns, and a Fire-engine, &c, —— 
and when they preſented a Gun to my forehead, my 
foul was happy; I could chearfully ſtand as a mark 


fcr them! One ſtruck me on my lip till ſome blood 


came; but GoD was pleaſed to endow us with un- 
common patience and meekneſs, and great power to 
ſpeak to the people, and many liſtened with great 
ſeriouſneſs —— Then we walked up into the Town, 
re. ſoning with thoſe who oppoſed us, — being ſmear- 
ed with mire, gunpowder and the muddy water 
thrown by the Engine ; &c. we were followed by a 
large concourſe of poor huſbandmen and Traders, 
&c. and when we had borrowed clothes to change 
us, and waſhed ourſelves; the people came together 
in the yard of the houſe where we were entertained ; 
then I preached to them, and Mr. Cennick prayed, 
I am perſuaded ſome of them were convinced of ſin, 
and they begged us earneſtly to come to a Village 
about a mile diſtant ; which we promiſed, if Gop 
would ſo permit; and then we went to that Village, 
where the word of Gop runs and is glorified —— 
Then I proceeded on my journey to London, 


IT was very remarkable that we reccived any 
material hurt at Swindon; — Tho? ſeveral, in our 
hearing, bound themſelves by oaths, that we ſhould 
never go away alive, — and they followed us above 
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a quarter of a mile from the Town, but they were 
not permitted to lay hold of us! — 


AFTER being ſome months in London, I returned 
again, and came through ſeveral Towns in England 
to Briſtol, and from thence to Wales, in the year 
1742. I now ſaw clearly, that many abuſed the 
liberty of the Goſpel, by turning the grace of Gop 
into wantonneſs, ſuch as ſpiritual pride, judging and 
deſpiſing others, &c. and becauſe they do not believe 
that there is perfection, or a deliverance from the 
eſſence of ſin attainable here, therefore they fit eaſy 
under the power of pride, anger, lightneſs of ſpirit, | 
and love of the world, &c. When I ſaw this, I had 
a new light and power to preach the genuine fruits 
of real faith; — and the neceſſary conſequences of 
every divine truth ſavingly believed in the heart; — 
and to diſtinguiſh between nominal and real Chriſt- 
ians, &c. and the abſolute neceſſity of exhorting and 
perſuading all to make their calling and election ſure, 
— and to have the victory over all their ſpiritual] ene- 
mies, &. This doctrine cauſed a vehement oppoſi- 
tion; but I was encouraged by ſeeing daily the good 
effect it had on the ſincere, to rouſe, purify, and de- 
rive them to the LAM of Gop —— 


I ſtill remained a member of the church of Exg- 
land; tho' I am blamed for my Conformity by people 
of all denominations, — yet I cannot but rejoice on 
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this account, and of the good work that the Loxs 
began in the eſtabliſhed Church; and I hope it is a 
leaven that will effectually operate. I recommend the 
peaceable ſpirit that remains ſtil in the eſtabliſhed 
Church, which tolerate ſuch as differ from it, —and 
does not quench this ſmall efforts of a revival in it; 
J look on this as a token for good to me I find 
his preſence always in the worſhip and ordinances, 
and have great freedom to wreſtle in prayer for 
it, and a ftrong confidence that Gop would 
receive, and revive this work in it, &, How- 
ever, in this faith and perſuaſion only I can teſtify 
that I was called to abide in it, and not on ac- 
count of any prejudice, againſt any other party, I 
abode in it to this day, Several were going to the 
Diſſenters, and other parties, 
my duty to declare againſt them ; by laying the 
following reaſons, and fcri pture-proofs before them: 
as the example of the prophets of old, and good 
men, who abode in the Few: church, notwith- 
ſtanding its degeneracy in every reſpect, — and our 
SAviou and his Apoſtles attended Service at the 
hour of prayer, in the ſame church, — though they 
knew, that that church was to be aboliſhed ; — nor 
did the Apoſtle exhort the ſincere to forſake the Cor- 
inthian church, notwithſtanding the many irregular- 
ities therein. And our SAVIOUR, after his aſcenſion, 
did not adviſe his people in the Seven churches of 
Aſia, to leave that church of which they were mem- 


bers, and to go to another, no; but to reform that 
| which 
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which was blameable, and to become the ſalt of 
others, &c., _—— So in regard to ourſelves, tho“ we 
are but poor inconſiderable, and deſpicable members 
of this church, yet the LorD hath done great things 
in the Nation, by this revival; and he can make 
us the ſalt of this church and nation 


Ix the year 1743, the glory of the Divinity of Ixsus 
CHRIST was more deeply imprefled in my ſoul than 
ever; The more I meditate on that Text, Great is the 
my/tery of godlineſs : God was manifeſt in the fleſh, &c. 
1 Tim, iii. 16. The more the glory thereof ſhineth 
on my foul — I had alſo much help to ſee more of 
the glory and wonders of the Divinity of CHRIST, 
by reading a Tract, called, A Sling and a Stone, &c. 
I now was brought to ſee more and more wonders 
in his infinite Incarnation, Life, Blood, Death, and 
Reſurrection ! — with the glory of all his offices | — 
and alſo the glory of his church, as being related to 
ſuch a glorious Perſon ! ſhe is called his Spouſe, Tem- 
ple, Family, Army, and his Fullnefs, &c. But yet, 
I was not inſenſible of the workings of ſelf, that ſet 
itſelf up againſt all his offices, but I had a more viſible 
view of it in my ſoul; — by theſe diſcoveries (which 
I had gradually of him, and of myſelf) I was led to 
find that every truth, when revealed by the Spirit, is 
practical, and will have its proper influence on the 
foul, by humbling the ſinner, and exalting the Sa- 
VIOUR - And as the glory of God diſplayed in our 
H 2 nature 
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nature its Divine rays thus on my ſoul, I felt, it in- 
creaſed my faith, and my love became more habitual, 
my joy more ſolid, my reſignation more intire, my 
ſpirit more ſmooth and quiet, and more bowels of 
compaſhon and mercy towards poor ſinners, &c, — 
I now alſo learn to underſtand ſeveral ſcriptures 
which I could not ſpiritually apprehend before; — 
and what I ſaw and underſtand in_other ſcriptures 
before, I came now to ſee a much greater depth and 
more glory in them; every moment of time alſo be- 
came very precious in my fight ; and all the 
miſpent time, talents, mercies and gifts, that were 
not employed by the Lok, and for the Lord, were 
not only loſt, but alſo employed againſt him, 


In the year 1744, I was called again to England, 


where I found the glory of our SAvIOUR, breaking 
forth among the people, and many riſing out of the 
Law to ſee the glory of Gop in the face of JIEsus 
CHRIST; the completeneſs of his Atonement, with 
the myſtery and glory of his precious Blood! &. 
ſeeing theſe bleſſed truths prevailed, the enemy ſtired 
much within doors, when he could do nothing with- 
out by perſecutions, — for ſeveral acquieſced with 
the light in their heads, without having it in the 
heart, &c. wherefore they began to ſpeak very un- 
guarded things, — which cauſed great diviſion, &c, 
although I believe that many had true faith to feed on 
the SAVIOUR, — and will live for ever —

Arykkx been ſome time at London, I returned to 
Wales; the thoughts of going to the marriage ſtate 
was weighty with me at this time, a cloſe examin- 
ation was laid on my ſpirit, what motives leads me 
to the Matrimonial ſtate — was it the luſt of the fleſh, 
the luſt of the eye, or the deceit of riches, &c. and 
through grace I had myſelf free from theſe things. 
Then the following words of the Lox D by Jeremia, 
Chap. xlv. ver. 5. came with power to my heart, 
Seekeft thou great things for thyſelf ? ſeck them not A 
light came to me with theſe words, If I was going 
to the marriage-ſtate for myſelf, and not for Gop 
and his church, that I was an Idolater Then 1 
could not reſt till I felt a reſignation of myſelf in 
this matter wholly from my own hand to the Log D's, 
and that he ſhould have his own way and time. 
Now I ſaw that the marriage-ſtate is a great myſtery 
to ſuch as are brought together by the Lok p, and in 
that relation, ſuch ſhall know the mutual love that 
is between CHRIsT and his church, and alſo what 


a great thing it is to be a huſband, father, and a head 


of family, and how to behave in each place as a man 
of Gop, and an inhabitant of the new Feriſalem. 


Ar laſt after much prayer, ſelf-examination, and 


alſo great oppoſition, I was joined in matrimony with 


Anne the Daughter of John Williams of SSREEN, 
Eſq; June 18th, 1744. She was called by my 


Miniſtry ſome years before, the Loa p then gave her 
faith 


faith through that word, Heb. xi. 25. Choofing rather 
to ſuffer afflition with the people of Gad, than to enjoy 
the plefures of fn for a ſeaſon. She was enabled to 
ſtand to her choice, and ſhewed her faith in all her 
trials —— This is a time ever to be remembered of 
me, Nine years to this day I received the ſpirit of 
adoption to ſeal my everlaſting ſalvation, 


AND as my ſpirit increaſed more and more in be- 
holding the glory of that Gop-Man, (whom I now 
beheld clearly the wonder of all worlds, — the terror 
of devils, — the delight of angels, and the real and 


only hope of poor ſinners) then I began to find 


great and ſtrong oppoſition to my preaching his 
Godhead and death, &c. eſpecially in Wales, this 
oppoſition gained ground, and began to be oppenly 


oppoſed ; — and alſo by many that once called theme 


felves my ſpiritual children, — 


AnD about the year 1746, I ſaw another ſpirit of 
ſifting creeping into the work, which was yet differ- 
ent from that which had been before; viz. the ſpirit 
of levity, pride, fooliſh- jeſting, unwatchfulneſs, and 
carnal rejoicing ; — and that took place immediately 

after extenſive frames and tranſports, the effects of 
nature, — which many ſeemed to enjoy at the hearing 
of the word, and finging, &c. and the real and ſerious 
ſpirit that began the work, was at length almoſt ex- 
tinguiſhed, — This lay with weight upon my heart, 
together with the additional weight of my own in- 
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firmities 3 — ſeeing the enemy advancing as a flood, 
and gaining ground; — and now very likely to do 
that in which he had failed once by all the outward 
oppoſition The ſpirit of awakening ſinners in 
the Miniftry was alſo loſt, in great meaſure, together 
with its real and ſolid fruits in the ſpirit and the 
hearts of men in a word, the ſpirit that began 
and carried on the work for a while, was ſeemingly 
vaniſhing gradually away Many ſaw this, and 
were concerned, — and are waiting for his return- 
ing to renew the work Yet we proceeded 
in Wales, notwithſtanding the great jarrs and diſputes 
that aroſe amongſt us —— 


Bur the year following, the enmity grew ſtronger 
againſt the preaching of God's humiliation and 
death, &c. ſtill I bore all in hopes of ſeeing this ſtorm 
ceaſing, as I had ſeen many others — I now alſo be- 
held very evidently a tendency in the miniſtry ta 
pleaſe men, — and to appear wiſe and popular in the 
world, &c. And a great many of my neareſt friends 
both in England and Wales, loofing their former ſim- 
plicity, altho* the numbers of Teachers were increaſ- 
ing daily. I have found alſo that the ſpirits of many 
grew whole, great, and proud, &c. and would not take 
the word of reproof or exhortation-— altho* they 
called me their Father, and really was ſo, as I began 
the work in this laſt revival, eſpecially in Wales; 
— x' I have ſpent a great part of my time in 


England, 
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England, to ſpread abroad the fame of the dear Sa- 
VIOUR 
of Kent, Eſſex, Buckingham, Wilt, Sommerſet, Glou- 
eſter, Oxford, Marwick, Salop, and Herefordſhire, 
and all the Counties of Wales; being much im- 
portuned to go to Scotland and Ireland. 


I ſhould not have mentioned theſe things ſo parti- 
cularly, had I not feared that I might rob Gop of 


the glory due to him, for helping me thus far, and 
here I muſt ſet up my Ebenezer. I am at writing 
this in the year 1749. being thirty-five years of age, 
three ſeven of which I ſpent in vanity, and in the 
two laſt ſeven years, I was called by our LoRD, and 
followed the Lams of Gov. 


My good Lok, as I have alteady ſaid, gave me 
(without pre · meditation) the neceſſary light, utter- 
ance and bodily ſtrength inſtantaneouſly, whenever 
I was to diſcourſe, He enabled me ſeven years to 
do this, moſtly out of doors in all weathers, every 
day (very few excepted) generally three or four times, 
and frequently five times; to ride from eight to 
twenty Welſb miles (twenty of which are equal to 
thirty Engliſb miles) and upwards) over hills and 
dangerous places, through floods, ice. and faow, and 
He preſerved me, that I never received any material 
burt, tho? I often fell from my horſe, &c. 


I do not write this as a rule for others to copy af- 


ter, but as a relation of ſimple truth concerning 
what 


I travelled through the ſeveral Counties 
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what the Loxp had done in carrying me on hitherto; 


and therefore J leave it to him to uſe what I write as 
he ſhall pleaſe, 


Ar this time I was continually gtieved by the 
thick darkneſs and ſpiritual ignorance of many pro- 
ſeſſors in the myſtery of our Saviour ; and by the 
ſelfiſhneſs and carnality of others, who were favoured 
with great views of his humanity and glory, and the 
impatience of theſe different ſpirits with each other ; 
ſeeing all this, my ſpirit often longed to finiſh my 
work, and to quit the troubleſome ſtage of this life, 
to be with my dear SAVIOUR in the land of peace 

TowaRDs the end of the year 1749, I went to 


London, and in Fanuary 1750, I parted with my 


friends and Brethren there, imploring them to attend 
to the LoRD only, and to preach his Godhead and 
death with power, to the hearts of the hearers, as the 
only true foundation to build upon. In my com- 
ing down to Wales 1 ſaw and felt more than ever 
of the infinity of our S avioux, in his birth, life, and 
ſufferings; the infinity of his Law and Goſpel; and 
the infinity of his pardoning grace and ſmiles— 


wanting nothing indeed but him. I loved him in 


all his works, but more eſpecially in all the ſteps of 
his wonderful humiliation! I had ſuch a view and 
ſenſe that I ſhould foon be, to all eternity, with him, 
that tho? I longed for the happy time, yet I ſaw a 
thouſand years as nothing to wait for ſuch a bliſs —

Ar this time, I felt more of the difficulty of the 
work I was engaged in, viz, of dealing with ſouls 
aright, and of bringing them to the knowledge of 
the true Gop in CRHRISH, and to direct them only 
to that great SHEPHERD of ſouls I obtained alſo 
a knowledge of the neceſſity of ſeeing and knowing 
the ſtate of all I diſcourſed with, and of whom I had 
the care, and to learn to make a difference, by giv- 
ing to each what was proper and ſuitable for their 
good, according to the ſtate they were in, — As babes, 
little children, young men, Fathers, or perhaps car- 
nal men, in the houſe of GoD, who were not as yet 
bezotten to a lively hope : that babes ſhould be pro- 
perly nouriſhed, as redeemed with moſt precious 
Blood, and who are exceedingly dear on that and 
many other conſiderations to the SAVIOUR : that 
little children alſo ſhould be properly inſtructed, diſ- 
Ciplined, nurſed, that they might grow up according 
to the Father's purpoſe: and that young men in 
CarisT ſhould have all regard ſhewn unto them, as 


being due to their ſituation (and not too much) re- 
ſpecting places, work, and military weapons which 
they aſſume: and the fathers in Jrael that are called 
to be rulers and pillars in his houſe, to have their juſt 
place, authority, and eſteem ; this helped much 
to make my place and incumberance very weighty 
to me, and made my ſpirit to cry, //hþo is ſufficient for 
theſe things 2 
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'Trvs alſo was ſhewn more clearly to me in many 
inſtances the greatneſs and difficulty of the work, eſ- 
pecially the ſpiritual work of the Miniſtry, and the 
life of faith; and how (by ſomething in nature, ap- 
pearing like faith, love, and humility) fouls are de- 
ceived, and think themſelves changed and born again, 
and that they adorn the Goſpel, &c,— when it is 
really nothing elſe but what our SAVIOUR termed, 
the whited walls, and painted ſepulchers. Nature, 
being only outwardly changed, enlightened, and in- 
fuenced, yet not without ſome influence of the ſpirit 
of Gor, ſo that there was ſome ſenſations of joy 
and ſorrow which ſuch perſons were not accuſ- 
tomed to; and they take this to be a Goſpel 
faith, and real change, but it proves at laſt noth- 
ing but a change in the fleſh, and a houſe built on 
the ſand. —— whilſt ſelf-love and the ſpirit of the 
world lies deep under all, and the ſtrong man armed 
was never caſt out, for he ſtill, tho* hiddenty, kept 
Gop's ſeat in the heart; —— and thus tho? the 
ſpirit of ſuch was never awakened by Gop's 
voice, neither thro' the Law nor Goſpel: yet he 
thinks, perhaps, that he has experienced the real 
power of both, yet the heart was never convinced 
ſpiritually of unbelief (altho' the underitanding has 
been enlightened to receive ſome new notions) nor 
has he been convinced of the evil of ſpiritual and ſe- 


_ cret ſins, of his own total fall by nature, and his ig- 


norance of the SAYIOUR and his Blood; _—ſuch 
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ſuperficial profeſſors ſhould tremble leaſt when trials 
come, notw:thſtanding all their profeſſion, and ſup. 
poſed faith in the SaviouR, they may be ready to 
join in that blaſphemous cry of the Fews, © This man 
« fall not reign over us ——\,” or, © How can this 


« Man give us his fleſh to cat? 


J was brought more and more to ſee the deceitful. 
neſs that is in man, how nature may appear like 
grace, being improved and checked, and ſeemingly 
rectified by having the courſe of it turned from delight- 
ing itſelf in the common way of the world, of plea. 
ſures and honour, &c. to run in a religious channel 
now delighting itſelf in hearing Sermons, and ſinging 
Hymns, eſpecially in having the paſſions enflamed, 
never conſidering, whether they were truly rooted 
and grounded in CHR1sT, but only ſeemed to be 
ſtrengthening, eſtabliſhing, and building each other 
up in the faith, and imagined that they were thus 
growing in grace, &c, whileſt evidently the ſpirit of 
their minds ſaid behind in the world, had neither 
power nor authority over the ſpirit of the world, nor 
retained that diſtance from it which once they per- 
haps ſought; and yet they ſhewed the ſame appear- 
ance of faith, love, and zeal as formerly — 


Now ſeeing things in this light, a neceſſity was 
Jaid upon me to lift up my voice like a trumpet to all 


profeſſors to examine their profeſſion, and to make a 
Cloſe ſearch in what the foundation of their religion 
| and 
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and faith was ſeated : whether in the outward man, 
called the fleſh or nature, or whether it had indeed 
penetrated to the inward man, called the heart or 
ſpirit? — I ſaw clearly that there is ſuch a thing 
as knowing CHRIST after the fleſh, by a kind of 
prophetical knowledge and views of him at a diſ- 
tance, ſuch as Balaam had, and from thoſe views, 
have a certain confidence in him, and a kind of love 
to him, and ſeemingly great joy and happineſs (as 
the ſeed on the ſtony ground) and yet the heart be 
whole, ſelf-righteous, and worldly amidſt all this; 
and the ſpirit carnal, aſleep, and unawakened, in 
bondage to the god of this world ; being never con- 
vinced of the ſin of nature, and the evil of unbelief, 
and the difficulty of believing in the SAVIOUR as a 
ſinner, and of obeying the call given to ſuch in 
the goſpel; they look back to ſomething that they 
done or felt at different times, and from hence 
they draw the concluſion, that they are in the cove- 


nant, and belong to Gop, and ſhall therefore be 
laved —, 


I ſaw plainly that this was the religion of moſt 
profeſſors, they formed a faith to themſelves with- 
out coming as loſt damned ſinners to the croſs ; and 
looking to him as the 1ſrazlites looked to the Bra- 
zen-Serpent, fleeing to CHRIST, as the man fled 
from the avenger of blood into the City of Refuge. 
No wonder then, when this confidence is ſettled, 

that

that the ſpiritual life, the daily combat, the victory 


of faith, the feeding on the fleſh and blood of Gop 


our SAVIOUR, the myſteries of his Perſon, as Gop : 


and Man, opened in all his obedience and humili- 
ation, and the infinite depth of his glorious riches, 
and the wonders of his Blood and wounds ! with 
the infinite torments which he endured ; no wonder, 
I fay, that theſe myſteries remain a ſecret to them, 
and affords no life or entertainment to them; — but 
become matters of ſpeculation and controverſy, if 
not ridicule, —inſtead of being their life, delight, 
and daily food — 


Tur more my ſpirit was raiſed to the LorD, to 
ſee the value of his precious Blood, the more neceſſity 
I ſaw of having that Fountain daily to waſh me, 


and all I did; and alſo to teſtify to all of this Foun- 
tain, which alone cleanſes from all fin, and by which 
alone we overcome — By ſeeing and ſeeling this in 
my own ſoul, I had cauſe to fear and to ſuſpect the 
religion of many, whom I hoped formerly were come 
to Mount Sion, and to the Blood of ſprinkling, that 
the Strong-man armed had not been caft out, but 
had only gone out for a time — and that the natural 
enmity of the firſt Adam, and the ſpirit of the old 
Covenant (which is oppoſite to the new Way, of 
falvation by the Blood and death of a SAviouR) had 
not been caſt out and mortified ; — But after all that 
Gop had done on and for them, they were no more 
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1 
than outward- court worſhippers ; tho' many cri- 
ed, we are Abraham's children, viz, Gop's people, 
a choſen generation, called of the Lox D; but 
ſuch nomination of ourſelves is not ſufficient, when 
the LoRD denies us, as not being born of him, 


THen I was led often to ſhew, what was the 
works and actions of Abraham's faith; — being dead 
to his poſſeſſions and country, &c. he realy obeyed 
the call, and went out to wander in a ſtrange land, 
among Heathens, not knowing whither he went; — 
And alſo denied himſelf, forſook his own reaſon, — 
by believing what appeared impoſlible, viz. that he 
ſhould have a ſon from a barren womb, now ripe for 
earth; — And again by offering up that ſame 1ſaac 
(who was the delight of his heart and defire of his 
eyes, &c.) on a mere command without having any 
ſatisfaction given to the carnal enquiries of his rea- 
ſon ; — which noble works and actions our SAVIOUR 
ſhewed to the Jets when he was on earth, and is 
now left upon record for all his ſpiritual ſeed likewiſe. 
Alſo I often ſpoke of the 1ſraelites, how many thou- 
ſands of them died in the wilderneſs, for that damn- 
able ſin of unbelief, not taking Gop on his word, 
and not venturing on the promiſe in the face of all 
difficulties from giants, walled towns, and fenced 
cities O how unbelieving they were, notwith- 
ſtanding all the wonderful works which he had done 
for them in Egypt, at the Red-ſea, and in feeding 
them with Angel's-food ſo many years in the wilder- 

| neſs, 


! 

neſs, and ſhewing his love and favour to them above 
all the nations on the earth; and tho' he had ſo 
often pardoned them by the entreaties of Moſes, eſ- 
pecially by his putting him in mind of his bleſſed 
Name and glory, and how the nations would blaſ- 
pheme, and ſay, that he could not after all bring them 
to Canaan where he intended: — But their ſtubborn 
unbelief made him at laſt to ſwear in his wrath that 
they ſhould never enter into his reſt —— 


THESE and the like confiderations made me ſhed 
many tears over profeſſors, leaſt it ſhould be their 
Caſe, ——for all theſe things happened unto them for 
enſumples; and they are written for our admonition. 1 Cor. 
x. 11. As Paul applies it to the Chriftian Church; 
tho? this cannot take place litterally under the Goſ- 
pel diſpenſation, yet ſpiritually, it might be the caſe 
of every individual profeſſor, or of a party of profeſ- 
ing Chriſtians; therefore it ſerves as a warning to 
all, left ſpiritually the ſame judgment ſhould till 
overtake us, after all his kind dealing towards us; — 
we ſhould tremble left our ſpirits ſtay behind in the 
world, and come not to the SAvIouR continually ; 
but go on building on his paſt favours, inſtead of 
obeying his preſent call to go on (venturing on him 
and his word) from conquering to conquer, to take 
poſſeſſion on the Land of Promiſe, the dear SAviouR 
and his glorious Kingdom, in ſpite of all oppoſition 
that riſe and ſet themſelves againſt us, both from our 
corrupt nature and others, &c, 
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SEEING this ſelf and carnal ſpirit getting ground, 
and growing under the ſeemingly glorious work that 
was going on, and profeſſors willing to content them- 
ſelves with falſe peace—overlooking their fins, — be- 
ing not truly brought (by the Holy Spirit daily) under 
a deep ſenſe of them to the croſs of CHRISr, to ſee 
them there puniſhed, forgiven, and done away in his 
Blood, Superficial light and knowledge can never 
penetrate to this ſpiritual diſcovery of our ſins thus laid 
upon GoD our SAVIOUR. Neither can it feed, and 
derive all its life and comfort from bis ſufferings and 
death. And ſeeing ſo many reſting, ſhort of this diſ- 
covery, in what they received from the Logp, and 
not relying by faith on CHRIS, and what he had done 
and ſuffered for us; I had reaſon to fear, there were but 
few born again— for where a new man is formed, it 
muſt have the Bread of Life, CHRIST himſelf, 
he cannot be fatisfied with hearing of him, he muſt 
have Him, for his conſtant object; to ſpeak with, 
and to delight in him; and muſt have his Body 
and Blood daily for his meat and drink; in a word, his 
REDEEMER mult be his all, upon whom he reſts. And 
thoſe who are rightly and truly awakened, to believe 
what the Lok; ſays of the miſerable ſtate of man by 
nature, without being made a new man, in CHRIST 
JEsus; cannot reſt any where, without coming to 
Tesvus, and knowing him for themſelves ; and that he 
is their SAVIOUR, and what he had done and fuffered 
for them, is become their continual meat and drink, 
on which they feed ; and thus they come up out of 
the wilderneſs, leaning on their Beloved, 
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PrRxcklvixò thus that the work was not effectually 
carried on, I could not but ſound the alarm, and cry 
aloud, O Watch-men! O Watch-men ! What of the 
night N hat of the night! I had authority through 
the Spirit of Gop, to declare againſt the Tares, 
growing in the LorD's garden. And at the ſame time 
calling ſinners to the great Attonement in the Blood 
of CHRIST. And ſhewing alſo how the ſin of 
ſecretly deſpiſing it, or thinking of it carnally as 
common blood, is the greateſt of all fins, and 
that Gop will not deal with us ſinners; but in, and 
through CHRIST's Blood; —and as the Jews dared 
not to come before him, without the blood of the ſacri- 
fice, offered in the Temple; how can we then, preſume 
to deal with God ; without the Blood of CHRIST? 
and as it is not only ſome times that fatan and our 
evil nature do ſet upon us to tempt and defile us, 
but they do it continually (if we rightly feel and 
know what paſſes) then are we continually under an 
abſolute neceſſity of having CHRIS Ts Blood to waſh 
and cleanſe us from our fins, and his Spirit to renew 
our ſouls. O the infinite ard wonderful efficacy of 
CurisT's moſt precious Blood! How it fills the 
whole creation ! and has infinity in it, becauſe it is 
the Blood of Gor ! by which he Redeemed his 
Church, and cleanſes his people, from all their fins, 


As the Loxp himſelf ſent me round the Country 
at my firſt ſetting out, and gave me a deſire to pleaſe 


him only, and helped me to ſpeak plain - truths, 
ſo 
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ſo at this time, a neceſſity was laid upon me to 
preach that great truth which he revealed to my own 


ſoul, viz. the wonderful condeſcenſion and myſtery 


of God, in our nature, reconciling the world to him - 
ſelf, not imputing their ſins; — That he was Gop 
in the womb of Mary, when He aſſumed our na- 
ture, laying in himſelf the foundation of our ſalva- 
tion and deliverance —and was the Supreme Gop 
in his poor birth and ſwaddling clothes! and in all his 
ſufferings, that He was the great I AM! the ALPHA 
and OMEGA ! and that there is none other God but 
him! There are Three Perſons, but one Gop; 
and thoſe that worſhip another Gop, beſides. him, 
do worſhip an Idol, — for in him dwelleth all the 
fulneſs of the Godhead bodily ! and when the time came 
to make an Attonement for our ſins, when He, 
the great Sacrifice, was raiſed on the Altar of the 
croſs, all nature, earth, and hell, was in an uproar or 
confuſion, —the Sun was darkened, the earth trembled, 
the dead awoke, and were raiſed, &c. that all might 
enquire, What is the cauſe and meaning of all this ?

I went on thus ſome years through Males, bearing 
my teſtimony to theſe truths, in the face of carnat 
profeſſors, Arians and Socinians, who all railed againſt 
me,— Altho' it proved to be an occaſion of much 
murmuring, contention, and diviſion, yet I am in a 
lively hope, that the Lox p will bleſs his own truths, 
in his proper time, it may be when I am gone — 

K 2 I was 
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T was then in great expectation, that it would be 


my laſt work and teſtimony But, at his feet 1 
leave myſelf, together with my performances, and 
lahour; and to him I commit myſelf, alſo, for the 
remainder of my life, knowing that he is able for the 
time to come, to carry me through every trial, work 
or ſuftering, as he has done hitherto; and thro? his 
unchangeable grace, to the chief of ſinners, I ſet up 
my Ebenezer. And though I know but little of 
CHRIST the LorD as I ſhould, yet I am a living 
witneſs of his free grace, and of what is ſaid of him 
in the ſcripture ; therefore I could refrain but invit- 
ing all to ſubmit to his righteouſneſs, and government 
of grace, and to wait at his gate, that they might be 
made happy forever in Him, the only ſure Reft and 
ſhelter for poor penitent finners. He is the only City 
of refuge, the only friend, for diſtreſſed ſouls to flee 
to, and the only one that will never leave them, and 
will ſuit all their need, and can ſupply all their wants; 
and will at laſt preſent them ſpotleſs to the F a- 
THER — 


Now I cannot, but aſcribe all the glory to him 
who has loved, pitied, and forgiven me, the chief 
of ſinners, indeed in my own eyes; who ſtill 
waſhes and heals me by his precious Blood, and doth 
over-rule and manage even my very evils to turn 
them for my good — To him therefore who is worthy

departing into Glory : the Matter of which is 
chiefly taken from his Diary. | 


| FTER ſeventeen years, of hard labour, in the 
LoRD's work through Wales, and great part of 
England; Mr. Haz ris ſettled at Trevecka, where he 
ſpent the greateſt part of his time in his own houſe ; 
tho” he made ſeveral journies from thence in the fol- 
lowing years. A few of thoſe who received a bleſſing 
through his miniſtery, in former years, began to 
gather to him there; and as he preached to them, 
two or three times a day, they earneſtly deſired to 
ſtay there with him, The ardent deſire of theſe 
ſincere people, he could not withſtand, and thus in 
April 1752, he laid the foundation of the preſent 
building at Trevecka ; tho? he had at that time neither 
friends nor money — he ſet about it purely in faith, 
relying on the LoRD, and his promiſe ; having an 
impreſſion in his mind, for ſome years paſt, that he 

ſhould 


vp. 

mould build a houſe for Gon —and he ſet about it 
in a full perſuaſion, that the fame Gop, who had 
ſent him at firſt, in an uncommon manner, to awaken 
the country; alſo now laid this undertaking upon 
him, He himſelf writes thus concerning it. 


« ] was impelled to build, by the ſame ſpirit which 
« ſent me about to preach, and at a time I was far 
« from being provided with money or friends, for 
« the latter had deſerted me, and inſtead of the for- 
« mer, I had demands upon me — and about 40 
« workmen to pay, and maintain; — and yet I made 
& uſe of no means to get one Shilling, but an hum- 
ce ble pleading of and confiding on the promiſe ; on 
« which I truſt my all, as both for temporal, and 
< ſpiritual things.” 


Bur ſoon after he began to build, ſome people 
came to offer their work and help to him, that they 
might have a more convenient opportunity to be 
under his care, and profit by his miniſtery daily ; thus 
the family began to be gathered together, this year. 
Mr. Harris had at this time a ſevere fit of ſickneſs, 
but yet though very weak, he would preach to the 
people, till he was ſeemingly, ready to die for fatigue, 
being not able to move himſelf from the chair he uſed 
to fit in, and ſpeak from, but we were obliged to 
carry him in it, into his room; —at other times, 
when he recovercd a little, he would call the family to 
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his Bed-room, and would exhort them from his bed, 


for a long while, the divine bleſſing attending it to 
their ſouls, He continued ſome months in this fit of 
ſickneſs, expecting to go home to his dear Lord and 
SAVIOUR, as he himſelf expreſſes it, © I was all this 
« time in continual hopes of going home, to my dear 
« SAVIOUR, and expecting it with Solicitation,” 
And yet all this while he continued to diſcourſe daily 
to the people, as one already in the ſuberbs of heaven, 

In the year 1753 a part of the building being 
finiſhed, a great number of people flocked to him 
from all parts; many of them under conviction, 
merely to hear the word; and others partly from 
curioſity ; the report of Mr, Harris's preaching daily 
at Trevecka, having ſpread throughout all Zales; — 
Satan alſo began to rage, and ſet the whole country 
as it were in an uproar — inventing all manner of 
lies, &c. that originated in their various ideas of the 
aim of the multitude crowding to that place, How- 
ever the people continued to come there from all parts 
of Wales, ſome ſtaying, for a time, others return- 
ing home, partly becauſe their preſent circum- 


ſtances did not admit of their ſtaying at preſent, part= 


ly complaining, ſome that the fare, others that the 
preaching and diſcipline was too hard, and that Mr. 
Harris was an intollerable reprover, &c. yet for all 
this, many ſettled there this year, eſpecially ſingle 
perſons, both men and women; giving themſelves to 


the 
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the Lok p and his work, becauſe they believed it 
was a part of the Loxp's work, and ſuited to the 
rules laid down in the Bible. 


Ar the end of this year, and the beginning of the 
year 1754, there was a ſettled family at Trevecka, of 
about a hundred ſettled perſons, beſides thoſe coming 
and going, as we hinted before ; and Mr. Harris took 
upon him the ſole care of their ſpiritual and temporal 
concerns, having nothing outwardly adequate to pro- 
vide for ſuch a family, nor any manufactory ſet up, 
but only a couple of ſmall rented farms, and a little 
quantity of wool bought for the women to ſpin, 
to get their maintenance by — It is a difficult thing 
to imagine, what ſtraits Mr. Harris went through 
at this time, concerning the outward care of the peo- 
ple only, beſides the care of their ſouls; preaching 
publickly, and exhorting privately, daily — watch- 
ing many nights to pray and wreſtle with the Lokp, 
and as ſoon as the family aroſe in the morning, 
preaching again, exhorting them for hours together, 
without having had any reſt in bed, but yet with 
freſh power, and ſpirit from the LoRD of this 
we were living eye-witneſles, 


As to outward matters, the Lok p has been with 


him in a ſurpriſing manner; frequently, when a call 


for payment came to him, he had no proſpect in 
the world, how to diſcharge the debt, but applying 
to the LogD in prayer, and pleading his promiſe, and 
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that he did not bear theſe burdens for himſelf, bu“ far 
him, and therefore relying upon him, that he would 


certainly help and carry him through And very 
often the LoR D anſwered him in an unexpected man- 
1 ner, by ſending ſome perſon or other with as much 
14 money as he wanted, either as an acknowledgement 


for the benefit received from this work, cr as a loan. 
Thus the Lokp never forſook him! as he writes, thus, 
Being often in ſtraits, concerning temporal things, 
« wanting 20/ or 501 or even 100/, and hav- 
« ing no where to turn to, for aſſiſtance, but to 
the promiſe; the Lorp not relieving till the laſt 
« pinch, and even then appearing from a quarter 
« that none could never imagine; ſome bringing, and 
« ſome ſending me 10! or 20 and even 100 
« tho” living at the diſtance of 70 or 80 miles, 
« being compel'd ſo to do, only by the word 
« ſounding in their conſcience, night and day, and 
«no man in the world knowing, or imagining, any 
thing of it — Thus the Lorp appeared for me 
many times — This ſeems ſtrange to many, and 
« well it may, yet it is real truth.“ 


In the year 1755, ſeveral families came to Tre- 
vecka, eſpecially from North Males; ſome to live in 
the family, and others to Farms in the neighbourhood, 
that they might have a more convenient opportunity 
of attending Mr, Harris's preaching. Many of 
them had ſubſtance, others were poor, and having 
many children, were obliged to be aſſiſted. Mr.

ſervants ſhould meet in fellowſhip, and uſe other afforded 
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means of grace, for the benefit of his people. And 
that every true miniſter of the Goſpel ſhould be both 
2 watch-man and overſeer, to look after the flock, 
A7s xx, 28. and a preacher of the word unto them,

Ar the end of this year, there was about 120 per- 
ſons in the family, beſides thoſe families in the neigh- 
bourhood, that belonged to it. Mr. Harris preach- 
ed publickly two or three times daily, to the family; 
beſides keeping private meetings with one part or 
other of them, an hour every day of the week. I hey 
cave themſelves thus to the LoD, and to his ſervants 
by the will of Gop; as the HoLy GrosT diets us 
to do. 2 Cor. viii. 5. From the beginning of this 
work, the Lord had moved and fitted out two or 
three Exhorters, as aſſiſtants to Mr. Harris, to 
exhort, both at home and abroad — and by this 
time, the Lon p had raiſed others as helpers both, in 
the miniſtry, and government of the family 


In the year 1756, our SAVIOUR began to gather 


ſome fruit from his little Garden at Trevecka 
ſome ſouls departed very happily, to eternity, praiſing, 


and teſtifying of JEsUs, how dear, and precious he 
was to them in their dying moments; that they beheld 
cternity bright and glorious before them, through 
the Blood of CarisT; Blefling him, for his love 
and grace, and for having brought them to Trevecka, 
where they found edification for their ſouls, &c, I his 
afforded much comfort and joy to them that were yet

left here below, in this vale of miſery, ſeeing their 
dear brethren and ſiſters depart, ſtrong in faith, te 
their eternal home, 


Tris year, as the Nation was engaged in war with 
France, Mr. Harris was in much concern, leaſt our 
priviledzes and liberties ſhould be taken away from 
us; eſpecially the liberty of the Goſpel, which ſhould 
the Papi/ts ſucceed, we ſhould be robbed of. He laid 
this matter therefore before the family, eſpecially 
the young men, had any of them a willing mind and 
ſpirit to go to the ſervice of our good king, againſt 
Popery ; entreating them to be earneſt with the LoR D 
in prayer, for his aid and defence, at this critical 
juncture; and ſoon after he had propoſed this matter, 
many of them unanimouſly anſwered, that they were 
willing and ready ; and it was then ſettled, that 
fve young men ſhould go to the army ; they went 
in faith, and the ſtrength of the LorD, willing to 
lay down their lives, for the liberty of the Goſpel *.

* Tuxksk five young men went from Trewecka, to Hereford, 
where the joined the 58th regiment, and from thence to Plymouth, 
till orders came tor them, to embark for Ireland; and as the 
heat ot the war between us and the French, was chiefly then in 
America, further orders came for that regiment 10 embark for 
America; ſo they embarked at Corb, and landed at Halifax, in 
Nowa Scotia. The firſt engagement they were in, was at the 
keging of Louiſbourg, and taking it; the next indefatigable en- 
terprize they were in (under the command of brave General Walfe, 
who then loſt his life) was the taking of Quebec, which with 
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In the year 1757, many people continued to come 
to Trevecka, tho* many alſo went away, after being 
there for a while, In this, and the two following 
years, above forty perſons died in the family, which 
in ſome ſenſe, was a great loſs, and ſeemingly a fore- 
runner of ſome change amongſt us; but the bleſſing 
which attended their departure, made this loſs a 
great gain, not only to them that died, but to the 
living alſo ; ſeeing the Loxp's grace and faithfulneſs 
to them in their laſt hours, enabling them to triumph 
over death, and all their enemies ; thanking him for 
all the means, he vouchſafed to make uſe of, to bring 
them to a true feeling ſenſe of themſelves, as ſinners, 
and a knowledge of CHRIST as their SAVIOUR 


OF the perſons who died in thoſe years, there were 
ſome children, from ſeven to twelve years old, moſtly

all the Country, is now in the poſſeſſion of the Ergh/h. The 
laſt place they took, was the Havana, from the Spaniards, 
which was the laſt blow in that notable war,

Tat Lord JEs us was with their ſpirits in a ſurpriſing man- 
ner: they kept cloſe together in watching and prayer, reading 
the Bible, exhorting one- another, and their fellow ſoldiers, 
They wrote home from Quebec, that they had the ſpirit of pray- 
er and reliance on the LoR D, even in the heat of the battles; 
becauſe, ſay they “ We are in his care, and entered upon this 
« way of life for him, fighting againſt Popery, in defence of our 
“ Goſpel priviledges, &c.” Thus, they were kept by our SA- 
VIOUR, contented and happy in their ſpirits, and in their bodies 
alſo, not receiving any material hurt —

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the ſmall- -pox; : ſome of the children praiſed the Lond 
Jesus in a ſurpriſing manner, teſtifying, © that They 
<« loved him, becauſe he ſuffered and died for them 
Mr. Harris alſo was powerfully enabled to pray with 
many of them, in their dying moments. And we are 
living witneſſes of this, that the Spirit of the Lorp 
was preſent, comforting, and removing the fear of 
death from them, which ſome of them at firſt ſorely 
complained of — but they then longed to behold 
his face, and be forever with him, 


IT is worthy of notice, that four of thoſe young men died a 
natural death, in that part of the world; two of them dyed, and 
were buried at Halifax, very happy in their ſpirits, believing 
and teſtifying of the Lon D JEsus, that he is faithful to his 
promiſe, Sc. The third dyed at Sea, in the voyage to Ha- 
dona; the fourth at the Havana, after taking it — 


Tus fifth, was taken priſoner by the French, and after being 
for ſome weeks a priſoner in France, when peace was concluded, 
he came to England, and had an offer of preferment, but choſe 
rather to come home; ſo he came directly to Trevecka, where 
ke was gladly received by all the family — as it was a matter of 
great joy and gladneſs to ſee him, after being abſent ſeven years; 
but more eſpecially, as the LoRD's preſence was, and has been 
with him, keeping him, not only, from the vice and wickedneſs, 
which moſt commonly prevails in the army, but was alſo kept 
with the LoRD in ſpirit, growing in the grace of our LoRD 
Jesus CHRIST ; and brought a moſt pleaſing account of them 
that finiſhed their courſe, and of the faithfuleſs of the Logy 
Its us to himſelf, and to them, in all their trials. He is ſtill 
alive, and continues an honeſt faithful ſervart in the houſe of 
Gop; and has much to ſpeak, as an Exhorter, about the grace 


of the good Shepherd of Iſrael — carrying a muſket: ball in his 


leg, yet {till is very happy and contented; a living witneſs of the 
LokD's faithfulneſs, and goodneſs, | 
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ABouT the ſpring of the year 1759, Mr, Harris 


wrote thus, “We have buried ſince the beginning 
of this work, above forty perſons, and there are 


« ſtill about the ſame number in the family, and 
« about thirty in the farms. The word has been 
„ preached hear, I truſt, with power and authority, 
« three times a day, and four times every Sunday, 
« this ſeven years. Surely, I can ſay, that this is the 
« LorD's work, for he has hitherto been pleaſed 
« to own it, by bringing and keeping people here ; 
« and by giving me a ſpirit of faith to ſtand in 
« the face of my own, and other's fins, and many 
He hath honoured us in 
« ſtanding by, and protecting amidft many heavy 
cc ſtorms, that indeed would have defeated all natural 
« ſtrength, and overturned all that was not built on 
« the Rock. Here, therefore, I can ſet up an Eben- 
« ger, and fay, Thus far the LoRD hath helped me. 
« This is the Lok D's doing; this work was founded, 
« carried on, and ſupported by the Loxp, and 
« that by his free grace, and not by the wiſdom and 
ce policy of any man, nor by the arm of fleſh — and 
« though Satan would be glad, to deſtroy it, yet it 
« remains ſtanding, and flouriſhing, in ſpite of all 
c difficulties from without, and fin, diviſions, and 
« rebellions within.“ 


Tow ARDS the end of this year, when the Nation 
was alarmed with an invaſion intended from France; 


Mr. Harris ſhewed much concern about the welfare 
ö of 
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of the kingdom in general, and our rites and privi- 
leges both public and private. About that time, 
ſome of the Gentlemen of the County, offered him a 
commiſſion in the Breconſbire Militia; he then an- 
ſwered, that he could not agree with the offer, but 
upon condition, that they would give him liberty to 
preach the Goſpel, where ever he ſhould go — and 
told them farther, that his chief motive, and con- 
cern in that affair, was the danger he ſaw the liberty 
of the Goſpel, and our priviledges in, of being taken 
from us; and having been for many years in danger 
of his life, for preaching the word of Gop, in many 


places, he was even now willing to lay down his life, 


if occaſion required, to defend it; but that if he 
ſhould ſerve as a ſoldier for king George, that he muſt 
have liberty to preach the Goſpel, of King JESUS — 
The Officers aſſenting to theſe motives, and inſiſting 
upon his accepting the office — He replied again, 
that he muſt pray to the LoRD for knowledge of his 
mind and will; and have the conſent of his large 

family; to which alſo they made no objection. 


Travs, after waiting on the LoxrD in prayer, he 
was fully perſuaded in his mind, that the ſame ſpirit 
of Gop, who ſent him at firſt to preach the word, in 
an uncommon manner, would ſend him now in the 
like extraordinary way to defend it, and to offer his 
life for the truth he preached, and the liberty we 
enjoy in this kingdom, He laid the matter thus 
before the family, imploring the aſſiſtance of their 
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prayers, how to act on this critical affair; and alſo, 
whether any of them had an inclination to go for the 
Lokp's ſake, with him, to offer their lives in defence 


of the Goſpel, &c. The matter was then further con- 


ſidered, and laid before the LorD in prayer, by the 
whole family — And all conſented that Mr. Harris 
ſhould go, believing it to be the will of Gop 
many alſo of the men were willing to go with him, 
and to lay down their lives, for the protection of the 
precious word of Gop, if occaſion required ; and the 
reſt of the family willingly reſigning him, and the 
men that intended to accompany him, 


Mr. Harris, having ſettled all at Trevecka, and 
delivered the affairs of the family, into the hands of 


"Truſtees; he went intending to ſerve the Loxp, and 


his king, even unto death, together with Twenty 
four men of the family; twelve of them as volunteers, 
on Mr. Harris's own coſt, arms, cloathing, and 
maintenance, for three years : — They imbodied with 
the Breconſbire Militia, in the beginning of the year 
1760. Mr. Harris received an Enſign's commiſion at 
his enterance into the Battalion, but aſterwards was 
made a Captain. Before we proceed, we muſt inſert 
a few lines, that he himſelf wrote them at this time, 
on the value of the.word of GoD, the Bible,

— A Book, which He 
ce has made the ſtandard, touch- ſtone, and rule to 
ce try, even his own work by! whereby all ſpirits, 
cc doctrine, miniſtry, and church dicipline, all faith, 
cc love, truth, and obedience are proved! A Book 
ce that GoD has referred all men to, from the Mon- 
arch to the peaſant, — The Univerſal teacher of all 
« men. Here is the ſeed whence the church and 
<< her faith are begotten, —and herein is ſhe purified, 
cc and nurſed, here is the bell ever's armoury, herein is 
ce the true ineffable Light of the world; herein the 
cc unerring Father and teacher of all, ſpeaks both to 
« young and old, high and low, rich and poor, —liere 


s man's pride is humbled, his wounds ſearched; The 
« SAVIOUR revealed, and declared to be made ours! 


« Tr Life, and its variovs "comforts and neceſſat- 


ies are vaſtly dear, How much more ſhould this 
ce treaſure be? without it there is no faith, nor Sal- 


« vation. — By this, we know, what could not be 
« known by any other way or means, and that with the 


“ greateſt certainty, both of Gop, and of ourſelves, 
« of

© of preſent and future exiſtance; without this, all is 
ec uncertain, and thick darkneſs; this alone, ſpeaks 
© infallibly, and calls for implicit faith. O that its 
« Glory may fill this Nation, —— Happy the man 
« that ſhall be counted worthy to ſhew forth this 
« univerſal teacher, in its own uncovered Majeſty, — 
« Tt would be an unſpeakable ſervice both to Gop 
« and man, —— and would defeat all hell, and cut 
« its way thro! all difficulties; and as the Infinity and 
« Majeſty of Goo, its Author, will gradually be diſ- 
ce played to our hearts, fo will this, his vicezerent on 
e earth, this, his manner of ſpeaking to us, making 
« himſelf, and his mind of Grace, known to us; and 
« by this means, working in us, both to wii and to do 
« of his good pleaſure, Phil. ii. 13. and eſtabliſhing his 
« kingdom among us, and in us, and bringing Glory to 
« himſelf by our ſalvation: be perpetualy come more 
« intelligible and precious to us: — without this, we 
are without hope, without knowledge of our Miſery 
« or Recovery, &. O the ineffable Treaſure ! — 
« no wonder ſo many thouſands triumphed in dying 
« for the precious Bible. — Now I go freely, without 
« compulſion, to ſhew the regard I have for the 
« priviledges we enjoy, under our beſt of kings, 
« our Ineffable priviledges, eſpecially the precious 
« Goſpel of our SAVIOUR, contained in the whoie 
« Book of GoD, which now is openly read through- 


c gut the kingdom; every perſon benz ſuftered to . 


cc exhort his neighbour without molcitation, 
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« commit my Family to he Lon, and af 
e going, with a part of it (who freely offered their 
&« lives on this occaſion) to defend our Nation and 
<« priviledges; and to ſhe public kly, that we are dead 
ce to all things hear below, — or at leaſt, that we can 
© part with all for the ſake of our dear Lord and 
« SAVIOUR, even with Life it ſelf, — and that we 
c“ ſeek a City above,” Heb. xiii, 14. | 


Tus He went, and left at Trcvecka above 120 
perſons in the family, who all willingly reſigned him 
and the men to the Lox p; ſome wives willingly re- 
ſi ned their dear Huſbands, reſolving to cleave to the 
LoRD, by giving themſelves wholly to him, believing 
that he would take care of them, And indeed, we have 
experienced that he has been with us as a tender 
Father; and owning us before the world as his 
people, and that the Lox D JesUs was our Savioux 
and Gop; and not Mr, Harris, as people uſed to 


lay. 


NoTWITHSTANDING many trials from with in 
and without, the LoRD was with us, and kept us to- 
gether ;— The Preaching and the meetings were 
kept daily as before ; and the outward affairs, went on 
regularly the ſame. We were viſited by two ſevere fits 
of ſickneſs, when Mr, Harris was abroad, and in 
one of them, no leſs than fifty perſons lay ſick at the 
ſame time, and even ſome of thoſe that were over the 


care of the family, — it being the time of Harveſt ; —

eir 
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yet the Lord brought us through, even at this critical 
ſeaſon, that every thing turned out very well; and 
indeed the ſick and the healthy had a happy time, and. 
the preſence of the Son of Gop being amongſt us; 
He that appeared in the fhery-furnace, with the three 
Brethren, comforted our fick ones, in a particular 
manner, — and made even this bitter cup, ſweet, to 
the whole family. 


Bur to Return, the firſt Rout, which Mr. Harris 
and the Militia had, was in the ſpring of the year 
1760 to Yarmouth, a Sea- port Town in Norfolk; it hav- 
ing pleaſed theLoRD, as ſoon as they arived at Yarm- 
outh, to open a door for him to preach there and other 
places, in his Regimentals, every evening, to many 


| hearers, who ſeemingly attended to the word, and a 


bleſſing reſted upon ſome ſouls there, 


TRE following Winter, they returned from hence 
to Brecon, by another Road; which gave him an 
opportunity to preach in other Towns, &c. — And 
as they made Brecon, their Head-quarters, for that 
Winter, he had an opportunity to be a part of his time 
now, and then, at Trevecka, with his family. The 
following Summer 1761 they took another Rout to 
the weſt of England, ſo that he had a new field for 
preaching the Goſpel, Then they ſettled for a while 
at Bidiford and Torington, where he met with a kind 
reception, and many hearers, =— In the Summer 

17625 
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1562, He went to ſeveral other Populous Towns in 
the weſt, as Barn/table and Plymouth, &c. Where he 
continued to preach the Goſpel at every oppor- 
tunity. | 


AFTER being thus three years in the Militia, 
the war over, and a treaty of Peace concluded, he 
and his little company, returned to Trevecka, after 
ſhewing his faith and love to the LRD Jesus, 
and alſo his love and loyalty to his king and coun-— 
try. He ſpent the. remainder of his life at Tre= 
vecka, with his large family, — except only ſome few 
rounds he took now, and then, to preach, both in 
England, and IL ates, 


In the year 1764, He agreed with the Vicar, to 
have a monthly Sacrament, at our Pariſh-church, 
which had only been adminiſtered four times a year, 
before. On Sunday February 5th 1764, we receiv- 
ed the firſt monthly Sacrament; He' wrote thus; 
« This was a great Day indeed, the firſt time we 
& had the communion according to our wiſh, and 
« requeſt ; and this Priviledge has been given us, in 
anſwer to our prayer, and is a further open proof of 
« our SAVIOUR's Love to us; — We were happy 


« in the morning, in exhorting, and went happily 
« together to the Publick ſervice, and I truſt in one 
„ ſpirit, to the LorkD's Table,“ &c, 


THE 19th of this month our people ſat for the 
firſt 
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firſt time, in the Gallary of the Pariſh Church te 
ſing, and ever fince continue to do ſo every Sunday, 
Mr. Harris made the following obſervation on this 
day, „While the people were ſinging, to day at 
« Church, ſuch a Glory fell on me, and I thought 
« filled the Church, as words cannot expreſs, 
« We are happy in this, and in many other. reſpects, 
« having our publick and private meetings daily, 
« and on Sundays before going to Church, and when 
« we return, without any moleſtation at 7revecka,,” 


AND as the late Revival, in Religion, began in 
the eſtabliſhed Church, we think it not neceſſary 
or prudent to ſeparate ourſelves from it, but our 
duty to abide in it, and to go to our Pariſh Church 
every Sunday, to join in the prayers, to hear the 
reading of Gop's word, and to uſe the Ordinances ; 
we find that our SAv10UR meets us there, by mak- 
ing them a bleſſing to our Souls. 


Ix the years 1767, and 1768, Mr. Harris was 
very glad of Lady Huntingdon's plan, of building a 
College at Lower Trevecka ; He began to Repair the 
old Building there, — and afterward Rented it to her 
Ladyſhip, for her College ; and when it was finiſhed, 
an inſtitution fixed, for training up young men 
to the Miniſtry, Mr. Harris uſed to go there every 
day, for a long while, to Exhort, and diſcourſe with 
the young Students, — truſting it would continue a 
Spiritual Seminary of Learning, like the School of the 


Prophets, 2 Kings vi. 1, 2. 
| IN 
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' In the year 1770, He buried his dear Wife, ſhe 
devarted very happy in the Lokxp, and was an 
Inſtrument of edification to all about her. After her 
death, He decayed more and more in his body, and 
in his laſt year, had now and then, very ſevere fits of 
the ſtone, which at laſt carried him off, — Yet for 
the laſt weeks of his life, He would ſtill come down 
to Preach, and Exhort the family, and that alſo 
with much Power ; — inſiſting much on having a 
true and thorough change in the inward man ; — and 
{peaking much againſt ſuperficial Religion, and re- 
ceiving the truths of Gop in the fleſh, — without 
feeling any true Effect on the heart, ſo as to change 
the ſpirit and the whole man; to become one ſpirit 
with CHRIST, experiencing the power of his re- 
ſurrection, and the benefits of his death,

 Beins confin'd by his diſorder to his bed, and not 
able to write himſelf, he ſaid, & Bleſſed be Gop, my 
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te work is done, and I know that I am going to my 
dear Gop and Father, for he hath my heart, yea 
« my whole heart.” — Adding, © tho the enemy is 
© permitted to torment my body, bleſſed be the Lokp, 
<« he is not ſuffered to come near my ſpirit.” He, very 
often, joyfully repeated theſe words, Glory be to 
« Gop, death hath no ſting! Death, has loſt its 
« ſting!” And again, he broke out, as one full of 
faith and aſſurance, “ It is more clear to me, that 
God, is my everlaſting Father, and that I ſhall go 
« to him ſoon He over, and over again, expreſſed, 
how exceeding dear and precious the SAVIOUR was 
to him, and faid, “ This is following JEsUs: We 
« are come to Mount Sion, and I am on Mount 
“Sion, I ſaw great glory before, in that, Gop Man, 
« JESUs, but nothing to what I now behold in Him!” 
And at another time, when he awoke from a ſlumber 
through the extreme pain of his body, his ſpirit leaping 
within him, as a priſaner coming to liberty, thinking 
this the laſt ſtroke, he cried out, O JEsvus, © here I 
« come, here I come to Thee.” — Some time after- 
wards, he expreſſed his faith, and longing deſires, to 
&« depart, ſaying, I am in great pain, but all is well, 
« all is well, he hath ſettled all things well; O, how

Ax D, as he conſtantly contemplated, on the infinite 
ſufferings, of the Redeemer ; which was always his

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ant theme, he ſaid, «I am in great pain, but ChRIS 
« by his ſufferings hath taken away the ſting, of my

hell. 

SINCE our dear Loxp empowers you to be a 
Stewardeſs over a little portion of this earth, and 
he reckons what is done to one of his little ones, as

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done to himſelf; and as he hath given you a heart 
to diſpoſe of them, according to his own will ; and 
ſince his work and cauſe calls for ſuch helps variouſly; 
beware, for Satan will watch to confound you ; 10 
make you the leſs able to do the moſt good, be would 
feign be your Counſellor, at left, how, and where to 
give. You have need to pray much, not only for 
light to ſee that what you do, is with a fingle eye, 
and out of a true principle of love to JEsus; but alſo 
that he may be your wiſdom, directing you where to 
them out, not only for Gon, but alſo to bring moſt 
glory to Gon: may the Lon guide you.

Society-rooms ſhould 
be built, and rented — Thus, in general, pleaſe to 
take a hint, that you may earneſtly beg of Gon to 
dire& you, how to give your mite, according to his 
will — This is the defire of your poor, and unwor-

Though they now feem dead, they will be made 
to bloſom, and bear fruit again. We are a very long 
time, learning to deny ourſelves; and are daily prone 
to backflide from him, who is our Helper, to ſeek for 
liberty : and we bear, that true freedom is not to be 
had in omiclves. Perhaps you are come, by this 
time, to fre more and more of your ignorance in 
ſpiritual things ; yea that you are quite blind, and 
can fre nothing. This is a'fo the Lonp's doings, 
and it ſhould be marvellous in our eyes; for it is in 
his light we fee our darkneſs, Our Idol of ſelf. 
wildowm muſt come down, 2s well as that of ſelf 
fufbciemcy, The world, by their own wiſdom know 
not Gon; and, from the great love we bear, to our 
own willdom, we are not willing, to become fools, 
that we may be made truly wie to ſalvation. There- 
fare, the things of Gon, are hid, from the wiſe, and 
learned, according to the ſleſh, and the world, but 
are revealed, to babes, and thoſe who are ignorant, 
in beirn own Eyes, and the eflcem of the world. 
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tion; but Gor, works wiſely, through the fooliſh- 
neſs of preaching, 1 Cor. i. 19, 21. viii. 27. and ſtill 
brings to nought, and confounds the council of the 
wiſe, Thus, CaxrisT becomes fooliſhneſs to the 
Greeks, that would know him by mere learning, and 


the dint of reaſon: and a ſtumbling block to the

better companions than poor fiſhermen, yet, he ap- 
pears truly glorious, and altogether lovely, in the 
eyes of thoſe, that are taught by him, and are made 
willing to become fools, that they may have the teach. 
ings of his Spirit. When called to endure croſſes, 


trials and temptations, think it not ſtrange; for our 


faith muſt be purified, And till we perceive the 
depths of iniquity, in our hearts, and the abominable 


evil of our nature, we ſhall never admire the free, 


ſovereign electing love of Gop: that called us, out 
of many thouſands, and made us to differ, when there 


Was no difference, We are all prone to ſet up our 
own righteouſneſs ; and thus loſe ſight of that righte- 
ouſneſs of CHRIST, in which alone Gop looks upon 
us with approbation, We ſecretly, build on the ſand, 
of ſome work or other, of our own ; and fo claim a 
part with the SAVIOUR, in the work of our ſalva- 
tion. Thus we, in the pride of our hearts, would 

have it, that we make ourſelves to differ, and that 
Gop did not love us, becauſe it was his good 
pleaſure ſo to do; but becauſe, he foreſaw ſome 
difference, or that we would make ourſelves to differ ; 
by improving the grace that he would on. _

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This is the language, of all our carnal, proud hearts, 
while unwilling that Gop, in CarisT, ſhould have 
all the glory, of our Salvation, Until Gop ſhews 
us, the abyſs, of unconceivable abominations, that is 
in our vile nature, and that we are in every thing 
contrary to God's pure nature; and how much we 
deny, and diſhonor all his perfections, and alſo break 
every jot of his holy Law; and thus prove, we are of 
the very ſame nature with the devil, and damned ſpirits. 
And are fully anſwerable to the titles that the Holy 
Spirit gives us in his ſacred word, viz, of dogs, ſwine, 
goats, tygers, lions, wolves, children of the devil, 
enemies to Gop, dead, blind, and rebellious; full of 
wounds, and putrifying ſores, We hear, that the 
ant, or the wild aſs's colt, is wifer than ourſelves ; 
and that none, can caſt out the ſtrong man armed, 
the god of this world, that works in our hearts, but 
he that is ſtronger, or Almighty, Then, being thus 
experimentally, brought to know our own hearts;

righteouſneſs ; being now convinced, that if we ſhall 
not have the Righteouſneſs of CHRISH, we muſt 
periſh for ever. Then, will he ſtir up, another cor- 
ruption, in our hearts, viz. unbelief, or carnal reaſon- 
ing, crying, How can Gop love ſuch a loathſome 
creature, and ſuch an abominable rebel, as thou art ?

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WHAT though in our zeal againſt the prophane; 
and ignorant, we might mingle ſome of our nature; 
drop ſome ungaurded expreſſions ; and, in ſome things, 
for want of more experience, go too far, and perhaps 
be impoſed upon, by ſome deſigning hypocrites ; ſhall 
no other ſide be ever viewed, but that? are there nv 
conſiderations, to ſoften the charges laid againſt the 
work? Are not we ſorry, for giving juſt offence 
to any, or for ſhewing a ſpirit, of improper behav- 
iour, contrary to the Goſpel? Do we not openly, be- 
fore the world, acknowledge, and bewail, all our in- 


firmities? and profeſs our earneſt deſire, after a to- 


rough conformity, to our SAVIOUR's example and 
precepts ? Though we are refuſed regular admiſſion 
to the Communion, and doubtleſs, for reaſons, that 
ſeemed to our ſuperiors, ſufficient z according to the 
light in which we are ſet before them. And though 
we are publickly, from the pulpit, reproached, and 
branded, with that which do not belong to us, and 
tho* many of us have, in our own Pariſh Church, 
been refuſed the Sacrament ; for no other reaſon, but 
frequenting our Societies. Vet; we do ſtill deter- 
mine to continue in prayer, for our deſolate Church, 
and to abide in her, until, totally put out, I know 
too well, her ſpiritual poverty : though ſhe in her 
fallen ſtate, is ready to ſay, ſhe wants nothing. The 
work done among us, is too evident, to be denied, 
and too manifeſt to be concealed, or need any proof, 
that- it is, as to the bulk, and ſubſtance of it, a 
work of the LoRD : tho' clouded with ſome un- 


avoidable weakneſſes ; which charity, on true, and

ſolid conſiderations, will cover. Yea, we have ven⸗ 
tured our lives, for ſeveral years, under all manner 
of diſcouragements, in the face of an angry world; 
frequently in danger, of being ſtoned to death, 
ſometimes appearing with our blood mingled with 
the duſt, without any provocation, but becauſe we 
invited them to the S Avio of ſinners. Whilſt, the 
Lord knoweth, we had no other motive, conſtrain- 
ing us, to travel inceſſantly, day and night, through 
exceſſive rain, wind, hail, froſt and ſnow, diſcourſ- 
ing on all weathers, in the open air, but love, to Gop, 
and his Church; promiſing ourſelves, and wanting 
no other return, in this world, beſides what we had, 


in our own conſcience, Enduring ſcandals, hard 
ſpeeches, and reproaches ; eſteeming this reward 


enough, to find poor ignorant prophane wretches, 
crying out, What ſhall we do to be ſaved ?” Break- 
ing off their fins, in righteouſneſs; following the 
Lord, they once blaſphemed, and bringing forth the 
good fruit of obedience, in their future lives. This 
reward, we undeniably have, though ſeveral tares 
grow with the wheat, that make a fine ſhew, and 
then turn out bad, and bring an evil report, which 
we have ſeen with breaking hearts. Yet, bleſſed be 
Gop, there are ſeveral thouſands in England and 
Wales, that prove by Goſpel characters, they are 
enliſted into the army of Chriſtians indeed: to 
whom the LorD has made us, means of ſalvation, 
plucking them, as fire-brands, out of the burning. 
O did our ſuperiors know, only the hundredth part, 
of the real good done, I am perſuaded, they would be 

ſo 
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ſo far from diſcouraging, or thinking ill of the work, 
vrhich ſo evidently beſpeaks its great Author, that they 
would enquire more into it, till they ſhould be fully 
ſatisfied, on juſt evidences ; ſo that whatever mixtures, 
of Enthuſiaſtic flights, hot zeal, or other irregulari- 
ties, might join with it, in urging the truth; yet, 
] am humbly perſuaded, many of the maſters of our 
Jſrael, would with tears, or praiſes, fall down before 
him that fits upon the throne, and ſay, “ Verily, the 
LorD has viſited our land; and this is the Lord's 
doing, Who beſides, could open the eyes of the 
blind, and turn the wicked, from the evil of his ways, 
and make the profane ſcoffer, an humble, perſever- 
ing worſhiper of God ? Inſtances are, through God's 
help, innumerable, I am ſure, as you ſee, and feel, 
the ſtrength, weight and burden, of the great work 
of dealing with ſouls, and are not inſenſible, of the 


trials and ſnares that furround us, from the various 


kinds of people, we have to deal with, from the in- 
viſible enemy; and above all, from the unfathomable 
depth of iniquity, that was born with us. You can 
not help weeping over us, before the Lox D; and 
that it is a miracle that our heads are kept above 
water. O dear Sir, Who is ſufficient for theſe 
things ? If I had not a well grounded perſuaſion, that 
the work is the LorD's, and that he hath undertaken 
to bear the care, weight, and management; my 
bands would hang down, under a thouſand conſider- 
ations. And it is by this humble dependance, on the 
grace, wiſdom, power, and faithfulneſs, 1 ſee in him, 
| Y 2 that 
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that I move. O Sir, help us in your prayers, fof 
never was ſuch weak, unworthy, inſufficient worms, 
employed in ſo great a work. How will it at laſt 
bring him honor, and praiſe, before men and angels, 
for ever employing, and bleſſing in any degree, 
ſuch poor, and juſtly. deſpiſed inſtruments. Your 
cautions, about pride, Sc. are always ſeaſonable, 
and bleſſed to me; for I can never ſufficiently, 
prize the privilege, of faithful exhortations ; J need 
them continually. When I am made in fome meas 
ſure, poor in ſpirit ; I ſoon forget my nothingneſs, and 
need of freſh ſupplies of grace every moment, or that 
I ſtand by faith alone, What would become of 
me, if our dear, and faithful Redeemer, did not pro- 
vide thorns for my fleſh daily; a freſh buffeting 
continually ? How happy it is for me, that of a truth 
indeed, by his own order, I believe, and hold faſty 
that he has undertaken to die for me ; and that be- 
cauſe he lives, I ſhall live alſo: being kept, by his 
power alone, through faith to ſalvation, O help 
Sir, help in the great, yea, very great work of en- 
deavouring to ſnatch many poor ſinners, as brands 
from the fire; pray help us, for the Lord's ſake, 
all you can every way.
